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IERHAPS the most subliine revela- 

tion of God’s parental love for err- 
ing children, recorded in the entire Bi- 
ble, appears in St. Luke’s Gospel, chap- 
ter fifteen, verses eleven to thirty-two 
inclusive. 


® A certain man had two sons: And 
the younger of them said to his tather, 
Father, give me the portion of goods 
that falleth to me. And he divided un- 
to them his living. 


Weary of restraint, desiring to leave 
his father’s fireside, bent upon securing 
independence, the younger of the two 
brothers prefers adventure to security. 


Some people are essentially restless. 
They are never satisfied or contented. 
They blame environment, and fail to 
scrutinize their own hearts and inner 
motives to see, if perchance, the trouble 
could be on the inside, instead of the 
outside. 


In a broader sense, this spirit of rest- 
lessness depicts the position of the 
nominal Christian, who rebels against 
demands made upon personal conduct 
by virtue of his spiritual vows. It also 
conveys a picture of the sinner, away 
from God, dissatisfied, discontented and 
miserable, having never entered the 
sacred precincts of soul rest. And 
finally this son, “the younger,” made 
the mistake that youth often makes, 
of failing to properly appreciate or re- 
spect the “hoary head.” 


The one who prefers the easy road of 
worldliness to the exertions of holy liv- 
ing, will find that by parting from God, 
he takes upon himself a far heavier 
yoke. In spurning one gracious Master, 
he eventually discovers himself bound 
by the chains of a hundred tyrants. We 
find the junior brother of this story, 
choosing a path that lurks with many 
hidden dangers. 


@ And not many days atter the 
younger son gathered all together, and 
took his journey into a far country, 
and there wasted his substance with 
riotous living. 


Having yielded to the spirit of dis- 
content and restlessness that was about 
to snap his moorings, he resolved to 
waste no time. Once a wrong choice 
is made and restraint swept away, evil 
changes develop rapidly. Stealing a 





dime has often been the first step in 
a life of crime. Not many days pass 
until, intoxicated by new and question- 
able aromas, he enters upon a life of 
moral carelessness and _ dissipation. 
Leaving the old homestead, putting 
aside the sober values of life, seeking 
to erase the very memory of early re- 
straint, the prodigal journeys into a 
far country. He is ready to take his 
fling, never pausing to count the cost.

the best years of life, on riotous living. 
His older brother later pointed an ac- 
cusing finger, using the ugly phrase 
“with harlots.” The implication is 
patent. The prodigal sinks to the low- 
est levels of moral degradation. How- 
ever, there is even a more heinous an- 
notation. 


In the symbolic language of Scrip- 
ture, fornication means idolatry. Thus 
Moses warned ancient Israel against 
going “a whoring after their (heathen) 
gods.” In like manner, false religions 
are condemned by use of the same met- 
aphor, as in Leviticus 20:6, “And the 
soul that turneth after such as have 
familiar spirits, and after wizards, to go 
a whoring after them, I will even set 
my face against that soul, and will cut 
him off from among his people.” 


Odious as was the moral putrefac- 
tion of the young man, his religious 
prodigality surpassed his personal lax- 
ity. There is an implication here, that 
he forsook the religion of father, mother, 
home, and prostrated himself before pa- 
gan deities.

Like Jonah—the storm, the sea 
monster, and the convicted sinner, meet 
according to schedule. God’s time tables 
are never mistaken. When the Master 
told the two disciples they would be 
greeted at the crossroads, by a man 
carrying a pitcher of water on his head, 
the meeting took place without mishap. 


Money vanished, friends gone, con- 
science violated, stomach gripped by 
the gnawing pangs of hunger, a hog pen 
for a home! Now, ask the young man 
if sin pays. And, withal, the parched 
soil refuses to give life to vegetation. 
There arose a mighty famine in that 
land. The prodigal probably felt as if 
“the stars in their courses were fight- 
ing against” him. 

There are lessons of the soul, that 
can be learned only through suffering. 
But the pride of this young man stands 
between him and his father’s house. 
His mind goes back to the good home, 
the close kin, the warm bed, the abund-

World War; Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, because he dares to speak the 
truth; Colonel E. N. Sanctuary, be- 
cause he is exposing the world’s most 
vindictive destroyers; Rev. Gerald B. 
Winrod, because he keeps the light of 
truth burning in the windows of Chris- 
tian churches; Mr. James True, be- 
cause he has dared to report the truth 
from the Nation’s Capital, and Mrs. 
Elizabeth Dilling, because she has 
printed incontrovertible facts that she 
and many other persons can substan- 
tiate if called upon to do so.

I have not seen, nor do I believe, 
that organizations issuing literature, 
exposing the internationalists who are 
driving us toward war, are doing any- 
thing of a subversive and destructive 
character against the government of 
the United States.

moted the World War and are also 
promoting the present one, in order to 
re-establish themselves in power. 


The Spokane defamer called attention 
to the fact that I was not permitted 
to use the High School Auditorium, 
or the Moose Hall, and used this as a 
convenient excuse to discredit me and 
a group of loyal citizens, who are mem- 
bers of a national organization, “The 
Mothers of America.” 


The fact that my sponsors were de- 
nied the use of these lecture halls for 
a discussion of the early history of the 
United States and the Constitution, did 
not discredit the speaker or the spon- 
sors, but did reflect against the OR- 
GANIZED MINORITY who deprived 
them of a meeting place and local citi- 
zens who submissively tolerated such 
despotism. 


The arrogant minority showed ex- 
treme intolerance toward a guest, as 
well as the citizens who invited him to 
speak on the fundamental principles of 
the Republic. Their attempt to deny a 
citizen the constitutional right of free 
speech, forecasts what may happen to 
patriotic Americans should this organiz- 
ed arrogant and intolerant minority, 
obtain complete control of the govern- 
ment and the armed forces of the 
United States. No one should forget 
the red orgy in Hungary and Russia 
under Lenin, Bronstein and Bela Co- 
hen! 


“A Dastardly Plot” 


My defamer then continues the cal- 
umniation by stating: “There in a 
rambling structure — Lake’s Taber- 
nacle — which nightly resound to re- 
vival hymns, the former Congressman 
spoke, etc.” In reply to that statement, 
may I say that I spoke in “Lake’s 
Tabernacle,” a place where Christians 
worship their God, the Lord Jesus 
Christ; instead of a god of hate, intol- 
erance and vengeance — a god whose 
symbol, an all-seeing eye, may be 
found leering from the apex of a pyra- 
mid that was placed on the back of our 
one dollar bills in 1935. This pyramid 
is the “British Israel World Federa- 
tion” symbol and under the base is 
written Novus Ordo Seclorum. 
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That is the New Order of the Ages, 
which the Roosevelt and Morgenthau 
internationalists have provided for us 
instead of a Christian government bas- 
ed upon the Constitution. On the 
same side, over the Great Seal of the 
United States, is the six-pointed star 
of Jewry. These symbols were ac- 
cording to the British Israel World Fed- 
eration publications, placed on the dol- 
lar bill because they represent the unit 
of one—one king, one world government, 
“Union Now,” with David, the Duke 
of Windsor, now in Bermuda, to be 
the first King. 


Should England win the war, Federal 
Union, or which is the same “Union 
Now,” will be in order and with that 
a “Duke of Albion” may be dubbed by 
the King of England to rule the United 
States. 


When I first fell afoul of this plan, 
I thought it was crazy, but I do not 
think so now. I cannot discount the 
fact that the Late Queen Victoria, and 
King Edward VII, heads a long list 
of departed royalty and English nobles, 
who were supporters of the plan. Neith- 
er can I forget that Edward, “‘The Peace 
Maker,” was one of the Englishmen 
who in collusion with prominent Ameri- 
cans, prepared the twenty-four para- 
graphs for the reconquest of America, 
which was published in the Leader, 
San Francisco, February 14, 1912, by 
Mrs. Helen Scott Troy. I shall now 
quote the first four paragraphs, so that 
you may have a clearer understanding 
of this dastardly plot. 


1. Power of the President of the 
United States to be increased so as to 
gradually diminish the powers of Con- 
gress. 


2. Supreme Court of the United 
States to be revised so as to embrace 
only judges agreeable to absorption by 
Great Britain, and uniformly hostile to 
the United States. 


3. Precedents must be established by 
said Court against the United States 
Senate in rulings, decisions, etc., (spe- 
cially prepared). 


4. Strong campaigns must be waged 
in the several States and Territories 
against Congressmen and _ Senators 
showing hostility to Great Britain. If 
unsuccessful in defeating them, they 
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must be continually watched until dis- 
covered in some overt act, mainly per- 
sonal, and under threat of exposure 
forced to resign. 


These four paragraphs, and the other 
twenty, were unbelievable and delu- 
sionary thirty years ago, but today they 
are nearly consummated. It is in view 
of this and other provocative activities 
of the English rulers, that I am opposed 
to an alliance and free aid to England, 
as it can only bring about poverty, 
suffering, strife, and loss of freedom to 
the American people. It is not that I 
fear the English people, for the com- 
moners of England are no different 
from the common people of Germany, 
France, Scandinavia and the United 
States. My objection is to the English 
merchants, the bankers, and the Israel- 
itish rulers of the British government 
and commercial empire, for it is they 
who control the King and England’s 
war machine. 


It is they and their tribal brothers 
in America who are the instigators of 
this war, in a final attempt to estab- 
lish their own empire in the United 
States. In this plot English provo- 
cateurs have had the aid of American 
traitors in high official positions — 
members in the foreign service, the cab- 
inet, and the Congress of the United 
States. These betrayers of America 
have been financed by Trust and En- 
dowment organizations in America and 
so have many of our professors, teach- 
ers, clergy, and professional men, who 
engage in genuflection before the Brit- 
ish throne, as they sell their birth- 
right for a mess of pottage to the Crown 
and British Israel. 


Red Sea and River Rhine 


I realize how difficult it is for the 
average citizen to believe this, and so 
was Miss Troy’s article thirty years ago. 
Today, however, she is right and so 
is the Leader, whose editors had the 
courage to publish this article that she 
obtained, and which describes a plot 
for the reconquest of America. What 
thanks did Miss Troy receive from the 
American people? Nothing but perse- 
cution by English provocateurs and 
American Benedict Arnolds who feared 
then, as they do now, exposure.

Attractive music to every one 
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is just about as clownish as the New 
Deal’s foreign policy and the procedure 
of the majority in Congress, who by 
legislation, has given the President 
power to declare non-combat zones any 


place where there is water. He has 
now opened the Red Sea as a non- 
combat zone for American shipping, 
which may be compared to the opening 
of a blazing forest as a picnic ground 
for children. 


I, at times, believe we are ruled by 
a Louis XVI, who instead of using 
cards for amusement, shuffles war 
zones, non-combat zones, neutrality 
bans, international law, and the na- 
tional rights of foreign nations as va- 
cuously as Louis flipped his deck of 
cards. If Roosevelt fails to get us 
into war through the Red Sea route, 
he can, of course, open the River Rhine 
to American shipping. 


Our recent confiscation of ships own- 
ed by nations with which we are not 
at war, is diametrically opposed to in- 
ternational law and the principles of 
fair play and decency. That, and the 
occupation of Greenland are aggressor 


acts, and a stab into the dark uncer-’ 


tain future, which is bound to end in 
reprisals by the powers who left their 
property in our care. The confisca- 
tion of neutral ships is nothing more or 
less than an act of piracy, which will, 
when the war is over, leave us an 
isolated nation in contempt of the 
powers who now pretend to be our 
friends. 


To think that Germany is not united 
. . . and that countries occupied by 
her will not unite or cooperate with 
each other, can only be classed as 
myopic statesmanship. And even clos- 
er cooperation will come to the nations 
of Europe, when the trouble makers 
within their borders, have been evacu- 
ated to the United States. All the 
rules of emigration are being flagrantly 
violated in order that the off-scourings 
of Europe may find entrance to our 
land and cross our threshold. 


Can you imagine a greater calamity 
for us, than having to submit to over- 
lordship by fifteen million Socialistic, 
Communistic, revolutionary outcasts 
of Europe? These Protocolian pawn 
brokers and Jewish money changers are 
successful in business, when we stupid- 
ly allow them the free use and mono- 
poly of our gold and national currency, 
but as strategists and leaders of mili- 
tary forces, except in movies, they are 
complete wash-outs. 


Their statesmanship is based upon 
intrigue, double dealing and betrayals 

. and that should be evident to any 
one who has followed our foreign poli- 
cy. We need Nationalists in Congress 
instead of Internationalists. Failing to 
place men in power who love America 
first and foremost, can only lead to 
disaster. Our foreign policy will, as I 
have already said, leave us isolated 
and hated by every self-respecting pow- 
er in the family of nations, and for 


English provocateurs and American 
traitors, in collusion with international 
money changers, replaced the true 
American history textbooks in the pub- 
lic schools, with textbooks that belittle 
the founders of our Country, and prais- 
ed our self-appointed English rulers. 
This was done to destroy Nationalism 
and respect for those who gave their 
lives to free us from the persecution of 
tyrannical British overlords. 


Barriers to Invasion 


I said in my Spokane speech that 
the Rugg textbooks on social science, 
for instance, are Socialistic and Com- 
munistic, and that the Magruder His- 
tory of American Government is suit- 
able propaganda for totalitarian gov- 
ernment, featuring the New Deal and 
its pattern. This may be determined 
by any one who will take the time to 
investigate these and similar textbooks. 


I said that members of Congress are 
undermining the government of this 
Republic by the enactment of uncon- 
stitutional legislation in which they 
transfer their own, and the unwritten 
powers reserved for the people in the 
ninth and tenth amendments, to the 
Executive. 


I said the Constitution delegates on- 
ly two powers to the President, i.e., that 
of granting reprieves and pardons. All 
other duties includings his position as 
Chief of the Army and Navy are ac- 
cording to Article I, Section VIII, un- 
der the absolute control of Congress. 
It follows, therefore, that all powers 








[ transferred by Congress to the Presi- 


dent are unlawful, and in direct con- 
flict with the Constitution of the United 
States. 


When I spoke in the Spokane Church, 
I said that no foreign power could suc- 
cessfully invade the United States even 
if all transportation afloat was avail- 
able, a statement which I now repeat. 
This should be obvious to any one 
who will try to understand the difficulty 
of transportation and transfer of a 
million men, and the unloading of war 
machinery. A fleet making eight knots 
will require sixty-two hours to steam 
the last five hundred miles. During 
these two days and a half, such a fleet 
will be subjected to constant attacks 
from the air, from surface craft, and 
from submarines. In view of this, it 
is doubtful if a single ship of such a 
fleet would be able to make port. 


Should a few ships escape destruc- 
tion they must, when making harbor, 
negotiate a mined channel and a stream 
of fire, from mobile batteries and forts. 
On reaching the inner harbor, they 
must dock in order to unload war ma- 
chinery and that in itself would, no 
doubt, prove to be the end of such an 
invasion. 


Our Atlantic and Pacific coastlines 
are impractical for the unloading of war 
equipment, except in the established 
ports of entry, and the entrance to all 
of them are protected, or should be 
protected, by suitable fortifications. It

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would, therefore, be as costly and im- 
possible for Germany or any other for- 
eign nation to invade the United States 
by water, as for us to invade the coun- 
tries now occupied by Germany. 


The German objective is not North or 
South America, but instead Africa and 
its diamond, gold and copper mines, 
which are owned by English-Jewish fi- 
nancial interests. It is my firm con- 
viction that continental European pow- 
ers will unite to deliver themselves from 
Anglo-Jewish gold domination, so 
that they and their people may be free 
to engage in business as is the right 
of all citizens in their own countries. 
International control of gold has made 
this impossible, and it is the efforts 
of certain people to free themselves 
from this control, that brought about 
the present struggle. 


Why should continental Europe or 
the United States be forced to pawn 
their nations to the international bank- 
ers for credit, in order to buy food 
and raw materials? Is the money on 
deposit in the banks, the property 
of the depositors or the property of 
the bankers? If the money entrustel 
to the banks for safe keeping is the 
property for the people, why should 
Congress empower the Treasury to is- 
sue bonds on the people? Why should 
Congress empower the Treasury to is- 
sue bonds on the credit of the United 
States, in order to borrow from a 
private group of international bankers 
who are the guardians, but not the 
owners, of this valuable property? 


Let America Face the Facts 


Why should we join England in her 
war to perpetuate this evil system of 
international banking — a war which 
is not to free people, but to chain them 
in the service of those who have used 
gold to create debt, poverty, strife, war 
and servitude? 


At any rate, let us, before we heave 
anchor and set sail on‘uncharted seas, 
try to visualize what may happen in 
Europe and particularly the procedure 
which continental Europe might em- 
ploy, to free themselves of Shylock. 


We may expect Germany to occupy 
Greece within two weeks or by May 
1, 1941 (these words were penned early 
in April 1941—Editor). We may also 
expect Turkey to join Germany, and 
this, no doubt, will come about when 
the second Dunkirk begins in Greece, 
placing Germany in control of the 
Dardanelles. 


After that we may expect occupation 
of Morocco and Algeria in an attempt 
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to control the Straits and this, no doubt, 
will finally end in the capitulation of 
Gibraltar, which the British Navy can 
not defend without inviting destruction 
of the fleet from the air and by sub- 
marines. 


The attack on Gibraltar will, of 
course, come from the South of Spain, 
and after this is over and the occupied 
countries are cleared of Jewish pro- 
vocateurs, the big drive will begin for 
the partition of Africa. 


To make this drive successful, Stalin 
must either go along or be eliminated. 
The choice will be left to him. It is 
Stalin’s fear of Germany and reprisals 
by the Russian Gentile population, that 
will help him and his Ashkenazic Com- 
munists, make up their minds. 


My guess is that Stalin will go South 
to the Persian Gulf for an open port, 
and join the Axis campaign in Africa. 
If this should happen, twenty million 
men will make up the German and 
Russian armies, and before such force 
England is helpless and so are we! 
This is a dark picture. 


The general war and Japan’s rela- 
tionship with Germany, which I cor- 
rectly anticipated, was my reason for 
advocating on the floor of Congress, 
that the Philippines and the Island of 
Guam be fortified, (see Congressional 
Record for February 22 and 27, 1939), 
and realizing that war would come to 
Europe, I so stated in an article which 
I inserted in the Record, March 21, 
1939. 


During the second session, in 1939, 
I practically described what is hap- 
pening today. On September 14 and 23, 
1940, I predicted the course Germany 
would take and now she is at the Dar- 
danelles, and England is in a position 
where neither we nor any other power, 
can save her from defeat.

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An Open Letter To “The American Hebrew”

Sirs: 

A friend has just mailed me a copy 
of your National Weekly of Jewish At- 
fairs, issue of March 28, 1941, the edi- 
torial page of which contains an attack 
on former Congressman Thorkelson of 
Montana. The editorial states: 


“He has addressed meetings in every 
part of the country, including New 
York, on his favorite theme: the depra- 
vity of the Jews. The Jews fomented 
the war; the Jews were responsible for 
the Bolshevik revolution; the Jews en- 
couraged the ‘Judaic Lords’ of England 
to declare war on the Nazis; the Jews 
controlled and financed the German 
military machine; the Jews passed the 
Lend-Lease Bill; and the Jews ‘are 
calling Lindbergh, Moseley, Sanctuary, 
Winrod and many others good Ameri- 
can Nazis, because they are exposing 
the most vindictive destroyers the world 
has ever known.’ ... 


“It cannot be very flattering even to 
Lindbergh, Moseley, Sanctuary, and 
others in the same class, to receive ci- 
tations from Thorkelson. Even such 
notorious anti-Semites as Sanctuary 
and Moseley must blanch at this in- 
sanity in which they are included.” ... 


It is not necessary for me to write 
you that anti-Semitism is rapidly grow- 
ing in this country, but it may not be 
. known to you that such fulminations as 
are indulged in by you in the above 
editorial, contribute directly to this 
situation. The present writer is thor- 
oughly in sympathy with the first 
amendment to our Constitution which 
declares: 


“Congress shall make no law respect- 
ing an establishment of religion, or pro- 
hibiting the free exercise thereof; or 
abridging the freedom of speech, or of 
the press, or the right of the people 
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peaceably to assemble, and to petition 
the Government for a redress of griev- 
ances.” 


If you, too, believe in this, we think 
it only fair to your readers that you 
should reproduce such portion of this 
letter to The Defender as will enlighten 
those who are blinded by your de- 
liberate misrepresentations and which 
we have considered in the reverse order 
mentioned above. 


(a) Sanctuary as a “notorious anti- 
Semite.” 


Because we have dared to state facts 
about certain Jews we find ourself in 
a class with the Old Testament pro- 
phets, John the Baptist, Jesus Christ, 
Stephen, the first martyr of the Church, 
and the apostle Paul, who, on the same 
basis, would be branded as anti-Semites. 


Jehovah would have been neither 
omnipotent or omniscient had He not 
spoken with precision of the failure of 
the Israelitish people to keep covenant 
relations imposed in ancient times. 
When Moses was compelled to surren- 
der leadership to Joshua, the Lord said: 
“Behold, thou shalt sleep with thy 
fathers; and this people will rise up, 
and go a whoring after the gods of the 
strangers of the land, whither they go 
to be among them, and will forsake 
me, and break my covenant which I 
have made with them.” Deuteronomy 
31:16. 


To show that ample provocation was 
stated for this prophecy, we turn to 
the 32nd chapter of Exodus in which 
is given an account of the worship of 
the golden calf by the Israelites with 
the acclaim: “These be thy gods, O 
Israel, which brought thee up out of 
the land of Egypt.” 


And this acclaim to an idol was made 
in the face of the fact that at that 
time, there was daily evidence in the 
pillar of fire by night, the pillar of 


phase of the. exposure. 





cloud by day, the giving of manna, the 
preservation of what they wore and 
from attack of any enemy... that 
the true God had not deserted them. 


An Old Testament prophet, Jeremiah, 
chapter 17, verse 9, wrote: “The heart is 
deceitful above all things, and desper- 
ately wicked: who can know it?” In Ex- 
odus 32:6, we are told that as part of 
the worship of the golden calf, “the 
people sat down to eat and to drink, 
and rose up to play.” The word “play” 
might appear to some innocuous, but, 
in this instance, we do not even have 
to study its etymology since verse 25 
of the same chapter says that not only 
were calf-worshippers naked but that 
this nakedness had been observed to 
“their shame among their enemies.” 


Zeal without knowledge, knowledge 
without discernment, and discernment 
without proper application is character- 
istic of many so-called spiritual leaders 
who quote Genesis 12:3, “And I will 
bless them that bless thee,” which was 
part of God’s covenant with Abraham. 
Could one then, bless Israel for what 
they did on the occasion just mention- 
ed? Obviously not, for in the remaining 
portion of Exodus 32, we find that at 
the command of God an indiscriminate 
slaying by the sword followed in which 
“there fell of the people that day about 
three thousand men.” 


This account shows that on this oc- 
casion the Israelites were devotees of 
hedonism, one of the cardinal principles 
of communism, “that pleasure of what- 
ever kind is the only good.” 


That this practice continued after the 
Israelites had entered the promised land. 
is obvious from the key verse of the 
book of Judges, the last verse of the 
last chapter, which says: “ . every 
man did that which was right in his 
own eyes.” It was because of this that 
God permitted surrounding nations to 
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wage successful war upon Israel until 
they cried out for deliverance to Him, 
whereupon God raised up a deliverer 
in the name of a judge. If any reader 
doubts that God would punish sin on 
the part of His people, then one is 
recommended to read the fifth chapter 
of Ezekiel where anti-Semitism is plain- 
ly evident, according to your interpre- 
tation. 


(b) The Old Testament prophets. We 
have just mentioned Jeremiah and re- 
ferred to Ezekiel. If space permitted 
we could cite scores of like references. 
Isaiah 28:18 says, “And your covenant 
with death shall be disannulled, and 
your agreement with hell shall not 
stand; when the overflowing scourge 
shall pass through, then ye shall be 
trodden down by it.” 


The extent and result of this “trod- | 


den down” process is stated in Ezekiel 
5 and Zechariah 13, 8-9: “And it shall 
come to pass, that in all the land, saith 
the Lord, two parts therein shall be 
cut off and die; but the third shall be 
left therein. And I will bring the third 
part through the fire, and will refine 
them as silver is refined, and will try 
them as gold is tried: they shall call 
on my name, and I will hear them: 
I will say, It is my people: and they 
shall say, The Lord is my God.” 


Should Zechariah and the prophets 
named be called anti-Semites because 
they prophecied against your people? 


Pertinent to this last prophecy and 
proving that the foundation has already 
been laid for the manner of its ful- 
fillment, any student of the World 
War knows that it was on the specific 
promise of Lord McMahon that the 
Arabs deserted the Turks, thus making 
it possible for General Allenby to eas- 
ily capture Jerusalem. Jewish intrigue, 
supported by many prominent Jews 
who accompanied President Wilson to 
Versailles, threw overboard the promise 
of Lord McMahon and in its place came 
the Balfour Declaration, an instance of 
definite and deliberate double-crossing 
of the Arabs. 


Bear in mind that Sir Joynson Hicks | 
on the floor of Parliament (England) | 
disclosed that thousands of communist- | 


ic Jews entering Palestine after the war 
had been expelled by the English. That 
your people are nearing the vortex of 
prophetic revelation is obvious to any 
student of prophecy. When in the 
United States Engineer Service, one of 
my duties was to designate where the 
channel buoys were to be set. I would 
be negligent to the cause of truth and 
your ultimate welfare, did I not warn 
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you of the dangers which lie ahead for 
your people. 

(c) John the Baptist. From the 17th 
chapter of Ezekiel and the 4th chapter 
of Daniel, it is obvious that each proph- 
et in referring to a tree, uses the term 
symbolically and refers to a nation. 
When the Forerunner of our Lord saw 
your religious leaders, the Pharisees and 
Saducees, coming to him, he denounced 
them as a “generation of vipers” and 
said “who hath warned you to flee from 
the wrath to come .. . And now also 
the axe is laid unto the root of the 
trees: therefore every tree which bring- 
eth not forth good fruit is hewn down 
and cast into the fire.” 


Was John the Baptist an anti-Semite 
because he characterized your leaders 
of that early day, in plain terms, after- 
wards corroborated by Jesus Christ? 
Rather was he not a “notorious anti- 
Semite” because he warned of the 
“wrath to come?” Elsewhere in the 
New Testament, Romans 11, Paul is 
writing of the “root” of.the tree. John 
the Baptist said the axe would be laid 
to the root of the tree, meaning that 
the tree would be cut down although the 
roots were still to remain in the world. 
Let me recommend you read Romans 
11 and see what was foretold as to the 
growth that would come from that root 
in this dispensation. 


(d) Jesus Christ. For His testimony 
against your ancient people, read Mat- 
thew 11:20-24; Matthew 15:1-14; Mat- 
thew 23:13-28. The last reference is 
dated about A. D. 33. Well did He 
foretell in the Gospel of Luke 20:13-15 
and in John 1:11, that He would be 
rejected by your leaders. He also fore- 
told what John the Baptist described 
as “the wrath to come” when He proph- 
ecied in Matthew 22:7, what would oc- 
cur as the result of your rejection of 
Him. “But when the king (Jehovah) 
heard thereof, he was wroth: and he 
sent forth his armies, and destroyed 
those murderers, and burned up their 
city.” 

Was Jesus Christ an anti-Semite, the 
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Man who wept over Jerusalem as He 
saw the dangers and horrors that lay 
ahead, because He saw coming what 
was fulfilled under Titus, to effect the 
retributive justice of God on a “stiff- 
necked” people? 


Jeremiah 27:6 shows how God used 
a pagan king to chastise Israel: “And 
now have I given all these lands into 
the hand of Nebuchadnezzar the king 
of Babylon, my servant.” 


(e) Stephen, the first Christian mar- 
tyr. In Acts 7:51-53, Stephen said: “Ye 
stiffnecked and uncircumcised in heart 
and ears, ye do always resist the Holy 


Ghost: as your fathers did, so do ye.. 


Which of the prophets have not your 
fathers persecuted? and they have slain 
them which shewed before of the com- 
ing of the Just One; of whom ye have 
been now the betrayers and murderers: 
Who have received the law by the dis- 
position of angels, and have not kept 
“Od 

This last bold charge resulted in 
Stephen being stoned to death. Was he 
an anti-Semite? Am I supposed, ac- 
cording to those heretofore referred to 
herein, to bless a blind Israel for the 
death of this first saint in the Christian 
Church? 

(f) Paul, the Apostle to the Gentiles. 
Before he had a change of name from 
Saul, he said of his religious experience 
that he had a conscience void of of- 
fense towards God and man. When 
his spiritual eyes were opened, his pray- 
er to God was (Romans 10:1), “Breth- 
ren, my heart’s desire and prayer to 
God for Israel is, that they might be 
saved.” 

Surely there is no animosity in this, 
yet twenty-five years after his con- 
version, during which he had made ev- 
ery effort to bring the truth to his 
brethren in the flesh, he writes, “But 
their minds were blinded: for until this 
day remaineth the same vail untaken 
away in the reading of the old testa- 
ment; which vail is done away in 
Christ. But even unto this day, when 
Moses is read, the vail is upon their 
heart. Nevertheless when it shall turn 
to the Lord, the vail shall be taken 
away.” 2 Corinthians 3:14-16. 


Six years earlier, A. D. 54, when writ- 
ing in 1 Thessalonians 2:14-16, Paul 
said: “For ye, brethren, became fol- 
lowers of the churches of God which 
in Judea are in Christ Jesus: for ye 
also have suffered like things of your 
own countrymen, even as they have 
of the Jews: Who both killed the Lord 
Jesus, and their own prophets, and have 
persecuted us: and they please not 
God, and are contrary to all men: For- 
bidding us to speak to the Gentiles 
that they might be saved, to fill up

their sins always: for the wrath is 
come upon them to the uttermost (bit- 
ter end).” 


Was Paul an anti-Semite because he 
declared what history has proven to 
be fact? In a pamphlet published by 
this writer and titled “Protestant Lead- 
ership Capitulates,” we quoted from 
two of your Rabbis, one living in 
Brooklyn in 1936 who spoke blasphem- 
ously of Jesus Christ. Another one 
wrote a letter which I have in a safe 
place. It was dated February 5, 1924, 
and described missionaries to the Jews 
as “Hebrew fakirs” who had “been 
beaten to a frazzle and the Jews are 
pretty well familiar with “hese bas- 
tards.” Elsewhere in this same letter 
. he wrote: “Christianity to me is a cata- 
logue of absurdities and the rankest of 
superstitions.” 


This proves that there has not been 
a change of heart from Paul’s time 
to the present day, on the part of some 
Jewish leaders. By the same process 
through which you charge me with be- 
ing an anti-Semite, which I deny on 
the evidence as well as the written 
statements of Jews who are my friends 
—by what term shall we designate 
those who vilify the leader of Chris- 
tianity, the Lord Jesus Christ? The 
New Testament, in whose revelations I 
base my hope and expectations, desig- 
nates such as anti-Christ. 


Do you expect me as a follower of 
Jesus Christ to stand idly by when you 
call Him a bastard and other vile 
names? The signers of our Constitu- 
tion affixed their signatures “by the 
unanimous consent of the States pres- 
ent the Seventeenth Day of September 
in the Year of our Lord one thousand 
seven hundred and eighty seven” thus 
by inference declaring this to be a 
Christian Country. Could any of the 
hostile Jews we have referred to herein 
have so affixed their signature without 
stultifying themselves? 


Under the first amendment to our 
Constitution, the atheist, the agnostic, 
the infidel and irreligious all have the 
right to accept such beliefs as they 
choose. This holds good for your peo- 
ple and your religion. Of your lead- 
ers Jesus said of them in John’s Gospel, 
chapter 8, verses 19,23,24: 


“Ye neither know me, nor my Fath- 
er: if ye had known me, ye should 
have known my Father also. .. . Ye are 
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from beneath; I am from above: ye 
are of this world; I am not of this 
world. I said therefore unto you, that 
ye shall die in your sins: for if ye be- 
lieve not that I am he, ye shall die in 
your sins.” 


This letter is written in no vindictive 
spirit but in the sense that knowledge 
is a stewardship, and I would be un- 
true to my responsibility to you to 
understate the truth. I know of no 
higher authority that I can quote than 
the Person whose challenging words we 
have just reproduced. As a free moral 
agent in the spiritual realm and under 
your rights granted in our Constitution 
as a citizen, it is your privilege to 
choose your own path but to charge 
me with being an anti-Semite, and a 
“notorious” one at that, I challenge 
you to produce proof to refute the evi- 











dence which is produced herein. 


Before God the time will come when 
you will have cause to wish that you 
had heeded the warning which is given 
in a kindly spirit herein. If you are 
to sustain your charge against me or 
the others named in your editorial, you 
must do so by impeaching the sources 
from which I have taken my evidence. 


Space does not permit further ref- 
erence to the first part of your editorial 
and its charges. If you will assure 
me that you will provide space for 
consideration of these, I am confident 
I can refute them from evidence which 
you cannot deny.

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AST month’s installment of the pres- 
ent series listed thirty living men 
and women who have composed Chris- 
tian songs which are universally known. 
Succeeding installments will present 
biographical sketches of two or three 
of these composers each month. When 
the series is completed, readers of The 
Defender will possess an unprecedented 
fund of information concerning the his- 
tories and present whereabouts of these 
thirty living Gospel song and hymn 
writers.

A story of the dean of all living 
hymn-composers, George C. Stebbins, 
was presented last month. The cur- 
rent installment presents the stories of 
C. Austin Miles (“In The Garden”) and 
Grant Colfax Tullar (“Face To Face”), 
both of whom are still actively pro- 
ducing Christian songs. 


C. Austin Miles 


A perusal of any Christian song- 
book will reveal the fact that most suc- 
cessful songs were jointly written by 
two persons—that is, an author writing 
the poem and someone else composing 


the music. One of the few men who 
successfully produces both words and 
music is C. Austin Miles. His name 
will be found as author and composer 
of such widely-used songs as “In The 
Garden,” “If Jesus Goes With Me I'll 
Go” and “Dwelling In Beulah Land.” 


It was in 1912 that Dr. Adam Geibel 
(the blind composer of “Some Day 
He'll Make It Plain To Me”) came to 
Mr. Miles with a request for an orig- 
inal hymn-poem that would be “sym- 
pathetic in tone, breathing tenderness: 
in every line; one that would bring. 
hope to the hopeless, rest for the weary, 
and downy pillows to dying beds.” Dr. 
Geibel believed that there was a definite 
need for such a song, and he felt that 
Mr. Miles was the person best equipped 
to write the words. He expected to 
compose the musical setting himself. 


“There is but one place where ma- 
terial for such a superstructure could 
be found,” declares Mr. Miles, “and 
to that source I turned. I read the 
story of the greatest morn in all his- 
tory: ‘The first day of the week com- 
eth Mary Magdalene early, while it 
was yet dark, unto the sepulchre.’ In- 
stantly, completely, there unfolded in

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my mind the scene of the garden of 
Joseph as it might have been on that 
first Easter morn. I saw the low lying 
hills enfolded by the gray mist, as 
though loath to leave the place of trag- 
edy, unwilling to lift above the crosses 
still standing on the hill. 


“Out of the mists of the garden comes 
a form, halting, hesitating, tearful, 
seeking, turning from side to side in 
bewildered amazement. Listen! Fal- 
teringly, bearing grief in every accent, 
with tear-dimmed eyes, she whispers, 
‘if thou hast borne him hence . é 


“He speaks, and the sound of His 
voice is so sweet the birds hush their 
singing. Jesus said to her, ‘Mary!’ 
Just one word from His lips—and for- 
gotten the heartaches, the long dreary 
hours of the three days and nights; all 
the past blotted out in the presence of 
the living Present and the eternal Fu- 
ture. Grief gone; tears gone; fears 
gone. Pain, sorrow, anguish, sin, death, 
hell—gone out of her life forever. And 
gone out of your life, and my life, if 
we, too, shall fall at His feet and say 
‘Master!’ And the joy we share as we 
tarry there none other has ever known. 


“If, after a long night of watching 
and waiting, weeping and praying, you 
have sought the garden while the dew 
was still on the roses, and there heard 
the Master call you by name, blessed 
art thou above men and women who 
have not had thet privilege.” 


And thus the inspiration for the 
immortal “In The Garden” was born 
in the heart of Mr. Miles. Upon com- 
pletion he sent it to Dr. Geibel for a 
musical setting. The melody which 
would perfectly frame the poem seemed 
to elude the renowned composer, so, 
admitting failure, he returned the poem 
to the author. And in the same heart 
which produced the poem, there was 
conceived the musical frame-work now 
eternally wedded to the words. 


“In The Garden” has come into 
world-wide usage, having been trans- 
lated into many languages and dialects. 
Nearly one million phonograph records 
of it have been sold. It is generally 
conceded to hold second place in the 
list of best-loved Christian songs, yield- 
ing first-place only to “The Old Rugged 
Cross.” 

Miles’ musical career began at the 
age of twelve, when he was invited to 
play the organ for a funeral service 
in a rural Methodist church near his 





home. “The reed organ was one of 
those early editions with about twenty 
stops, of which only about four were 
good. As the funeral procession en- 
tered I began to play the one march I 
knew. The preacher commended me, 
mother was most proud, and some of 
the mourners thanked me for the com- 
forting music. Five years later I 
blushed when I discovered for the first 
time that my ‘funeral march’ had been 
Lohengrin’s Wedding March!” 


He was attending the Broadway 
Methodist Church at Camden, New 
Jersey in 1893, when he wrote his first 
song. An epidemic was raging, many 
close friends were dying, and in this 
period of distress he wrote “List, ’Tis 
Jesus’ Voice.” Five years later, in a 
period of financial distress, he took 
the song to the Hall-Mack Company 
and received $2.50 for it. A few months 
later (in 1898) he forsook his profes- 
sion (pharmacy) and entered the em- 
ploy of the Hall-Mack Company. For 
forty-three years he has been an inte- 
gral part of that concern, serving as 
manager for several years. 


A cordial reception was tendered Mr. 
Miles when we visited him last fall, 
in Philadelphia. For two hours we sat 
in his office and absorbed the warmth 
of his Christian personality. An up- 
right piano adjoined his desk. Long 
bookcases were filled with hymn-books 
of all sizes, colors and shapes. Filing 
cases were filled with countless manu- 
scripts. 


His time is devoted to editing manu- 
scripts and arranging songs for inclu- 
sion in Rodeheaver Hall-Mack’s new 
hymnals. The spark of inspiration still 
burns in his own heart, new songs con- 
tinually coming from his pen. Although 
past the three-score-and-ten mark he 
seems to have no thought of retiring.

Grant Colfax Tullar 


A dish of jelly was indirectly re- 
sponsible for the writing of the immor- 
tal “Face To Face.” We heard the 
story while having dinner in Grant 
Tullar’s home at Summit, New Jersey, 
last October. 


“An almost empty jelly dish at the 
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supper table in the Methodist parson- 
age of Rutherford, New Jersey, where 
I was assisting in a series of evange- 
listic meetings, was responsible for the 
writing of ‘Face To Face.’ 


“My fondness for jelly was not long 
a secret, and my hostess did her best 
to see that a reasonable supply was 
always on the table. The three of us 
had spent the afternoon calling on the 
sick, so we were a bit hurried in the 
preparation for supper that evening, 
and the jelly dish was neglected. It 
had only a wee dab of jelly in it, and 
as I passed it to the others I possibly 
showed fear lest they should not re- 
fuse it. But host and hostess refused 
it, and as I started to help myself I 
said, ‘So, this is all for me, is it?’ 


“At that instant, ‘all for me’ as a 
theme for a song thrust itself upon 
my mind with such force that I placed 
the dish again on the table without 
taking any jelly, and excusing myself, 
went to the piano and wrote the melody 
and a few verses, the first one begin- 
ning, 

All for me the Saviour suffered 
All tor me He bled and died. 


“The Pastor asked if he might sing 
it at the service that night before I 
preached. He told the people the story 
of its writing, and declared he had 
found the secret of getting Mr. Tullar 
to write good songs—‘Don’t feed hin 
too much jelly!’ 


“We discussed the new song before 
retiring that night, and I promised to 
revise the words somewhat... but 
that was never done, because when the 
postman came the next morning he 
brought me a letter from Mrs. Breck 
with several poems in it, and as I 
started to read the first one I dis- 
covered that it exactly fitted my music 
written the night before! No word oi 
her poem nor my music needed to be 
changed. The Architect had planned 
both of them so perfectly that from that 
day on, ‘Face To Face’ has been win- 
ning its way into hearts and lives all 
over the world.” 

Mrs. Frank E. Breck, the author of 
the words, was a busy housewife in 
Portland, Oregon, the mother of five 
daughters. We visited her family 
last September (she passed away in 
1934) and learned many things of in- 
terest from her daughters.

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an old rocking-chair. She was con- 
tinually in poor health, and was re- 
quired to sit down quite frequently. 
At such times she utilized the periods 
of rest by writing poems in a well- 
worn notebook which she always kept 
close to the rocking-chair. Many of 
these poems were sent to various re- 
ligious journals, and a goodly number 
set to music by Tullar and others. The 
long list of well-known Christian songs 
from her pen includes “Face To Face,” 
“When Love Shines In,” “Help Some- 
body Today,” “Shall I Crucify My 
Saviour,” “Nailed To The Cross,” and 
“I Want My Life To Tell For Jesus.” 


Her daughters declare that “mother 
could not carry a tune, and seemed to 
have no natural sense of pitch. But 
she loved music and had a keen sense 
of rhythm. She was very quiet and 
retiring, and could not be persuaded 
to appear on a public platform. We 
still preserve the little old rocking- 
chair, probably more than one hundred 
years old, in which grandmother rocked 
her children, and in which mother rock- 
ed her children. Nearly all of mother’s 
poems were written in this chair. She 
made very little financially on hymn- 
writing, but was happy to know that 
the words of her hymns took the Bible 
message so far.” 


Grant Tullar was born in Connecti- 
cut in 1869. His mother died when he 
was but two years of age, leaving nine 
children, two of them only twenty-four 
hours old. The family was then broken 
up. The nine children were given homes 
by various relatives and friends. The 
father, a disabled Civil War veteran, 
was doing his best to make a living 
by selling books from town to town. 
He announced to relatives, after the 
funeral of his wife, “You may have all 
the children but Grant. I will not part 
with him.” 

And so for several years the boy 
Grant was carried about from place 
to place with his father. Then, at 
various intervals he was cared for by 
relatives and did not see his father 
for nine years. 

A cruel experience at the age of seven 
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was suffered at the hands of a man 
with whom the boy was staying at that 
time. The man became drunk, and 
hung Grant up by his thumbs for nine 
hours! When finally released, his 
thumbs had become black as ink. For 
days he lay upon the bed, unable to 
lower his arms to his side. In the 
years that followed he felt the effects 
of this inhuman treatment, “in the 
frequent sensation of a hook grabbing 
at my heart.” 

He was transferred to the home of 
an uncle. Severe treatment here also 
caused the boy to “run away” at the 
age of ten. For several years he drifted, 
working at odd jobs in mills and stores. 
He fell among evil companions, dissi- 
pation followed, and tubercular trouble 
developed. Drunkenness caused him to 
lose every job he secured. Finally, in 
Boston one night during the severe 
blizzard of ’88, he was on the verge of 
suicide. An elderly man on a street 
car spoke to him about the Lord, and 
soon afterwards he was gloriously con- 
verted. 

He developed a talent for singing, 
playing and composing. Very soon his 
services were much in demand as an 
evangelistic singer. His travels in this 
capacity took him into all parts of 
America and Canada. 

In 1893 he went into partnership with 
Mr. Meredith and formed the Tullar- 
Meredith Company, which has since 
published many millions of copies of 
Christian song-books. He served as 
president and general manager of this 
Company until 1927, when he resigned 
to devote his full time to religious 
work. ; 

He has served pastorates. He has 
spent many years as an evangelist. He 
has served as musical director of state 
Sunday School conventions from Maine 
to California and from Minnesota to 
Texas. During one ten-year period he 
traveled 500,000 miles, and this, before 
the days of rapid transportation. 

He has composed fifteen hundred 
published songs, and probably as many 
more, still in manuscript form. 


He lives with Mrs. Tullar in Sum- 
mit, New Jersey. Although in unfav- 
orable health, he finds it difficult to 
obey doctor’s orders to “take it easy.” 
He maintains an office in nearby Or- 
ange, and is continually writing and 
publishing songs. He took us upstairs 
to the “den,” in his home, and lovingly 
displayed manuscripts, clippings, sou- 
venirs and other reminiscences of a long 
and active life. 

In stature he is tall and distinguish- 
ed-looking, with graying hair. Two 
striking traits of personality are his 
humility and humor. He sternly ob- 
jects to being called “famous.” His 
conversation is rich with delightful 
reminiscence, sparkling in charming wit, 
and yet always on a spiritual plane.

“And thy mother Eunice.” II Timothy 
125. 

Amongst those youthful experiences 
which cling to the mind, I remember 
watching a long string of cars go by 
while we were standing near a railroad 
track. We thought how difficult it was 
for us to pull a small wagon filled with 
wood, and wondered how it was possi- 
ble for the movement of such a long 
train. There was, however, sufficient 
power in the great locomotive ahead to 
move that string of cars. 


You may marvel at an electric light, 
yet the power comes from a dynamo 
driven by fuel or water power. I saw 
the many arteries of light and power 
lead away from one of the great power 
houses in the east. The electricity was 
being released from the control room, 
but the mighty waters that produced the 
power were tumbling over the newly 
constructed dam 500 feet below the 
plant. 


When it is time for ripened fruit, 
you may wonder at its beauty; but be- 
hind it is the care of God and man. So 
it is with life. There is a Mother be- 
hind or ahead of the man who is bless- 
ing the world. Timothy, like millions 
of other men, was ruled by a hand that 
was stilled, and guided by a voice that 
was silent in the grave. 


Many times there is a great similari- 
ty between Mother and Child. This 
is not universally, yet it is generally 
true. Men have become great leaders 
in the face of poor home training. Such 
a character was Jepthah. His Mother 
was anything but an encouragement to 
him, yet he led Israel, by God’s help, 
out of the hands of Ammon. How- 
ever, let no worldly Mother take com- 
fort from this experience for the Mother 
of Jepthah will be ever known as an 
unchaste woman. As a ruler governs 


a nation, so does the Mother govern the 
home. She can be rightly called the 
“Queen of the Universe.” 


The Mother of Nero was a murderess. 
Her son became one of the most cruel 
men of history. The Mother of John 
Wesley devotedly prayed with each 
child in the large family that God had 
given her, and with the exception of 
the Apostle Paul, Wesley was probably 
the greatest man that has lived since 
the birth of the Christian Church. 


Abraham Lincoln said, “All that I 
am, I owe to my Mother,” yet Nancy 
Hanks died at the early age of thirty- 
five years. Benjamin West, whose 
Mother kissed him when he was sketch- 
ing and arranging his work, attributed 
his success as an artist to the sympathy 
of his Mother. A Mother’s kiss is a 
profound argument for a good life. It 
is said that almost every President of 
the United States has given a striking 
testimony of a Christian Mother. 


It is the profoundest joy of a Mother 
to see her son make good. I remember 
the privilege of hearing one fine lad of 
about sixteen years, give his testimony 
on Mother’s Day that he had come to 
Christ that morning for his Mother’s 
sake—he wanted the companionship of 
his Mother in God’s heaven where 
there would never come a separation. 
It was the hand-clasp with my dying 
Mother that brings this message into 
your homes. 


A Texas Mother had such a devoted 
love for her straying boy that the 
great strain, caused her death. Mothers 
will literally throw their lives to the 
winds, if it will cause their wayward 
sons or daushters to face life in the 
fear of God. 


Hear me, Mothers! Your children 
need Christian love and Christian de- 
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votion. Your responsibility is very 
great, but God is able to help you. The 
responsibility is two-fold; first, that 
Mothers should be holy; second, that 
every child is divinely expected to pay 
Mother proper respect. 


The motto I shall never be able to 
forget is, “What Is Home Without a 
Mother?” We need more old-fashioned 
Mothers in America — Mothers who 
have the love of God burning in their 
hearts, who are bringing up their girls 
and boys to fear the God of heaven. A 
Quaker Mother was asked what kind of 
cosmetics she used. Listen, girls, to 
what she replied: “For my lips, truth; 
for my eyes, pity; for my hands, 
charity; for my figure, uprightness; and 
for my heart, love.” 


God sent the birds and sunshine 
To gladden all the world, 

He sent the foliage and the flowers 
In radiance unturled. 

He sent the June, the stars, the 

moon, 

The pearls and dew drops sweet; 

And then sent to us, Mother dear, 
To make it all complete. © 


There come many changes in life 
where a Mother stands in the throes of 
these experiences with grave anxiety. 
When sickness comes she stands beside 
your bedside and a ministering angel 
could not be more sympathetic and 
devoted.

utterances of Joanna Southcott, com- 
mand greater respect among students 
of research than others. Born at Dev- 
onshire, in the year 1750, this woman 
was regarded as a person of exceptional 
piety and prayer. She foretold many 
events that took place during her life, 
as well as others which she said would 
occur in the future. Her prophecies 
were written over a period of nine 
years. She published many books. 


Joanna Southcott wrote of a time 
when God’s Kingdom would be set up 
on earth. This event was to be pre- 
ceded, according. to her prognostica- 
tions, by an epic of world-wide suffer- 
i In her book, “Caution to the 
Sealed,” she sought to call England to 
repentance. Woe was predicted to come 
upon the nation in the event that her 
warning should go unheeded. The 
following poem contains a description 
of England’s present plight: 


Because the ox his master knows, 
The ass his master’s crib, 

But Israel backward they to go, 
And do not know their Lord; 

The birds know their appointed time 
To build and hatch their young, 

But man is wasting all his time, 
Nor knows the days to come, 

That like the birds ’tis time to build, 
And make their nest secure; 

The hawk is hovering o’er the elds, 
And will your joys devour. 

And therefore be not now unwise, 
But seek the truth to know;

ANSANS blush when reminded that 

William Allen White of Emporia, 
was one of the first men in public 
life to front for Jewry, in pushing our 
Country toward war. After he had 
served his purpose, being of little fu- 
ture value, the internationalists tossed 
him aside. 


One of the last things he did as 
head of their so-called “Committee,” 
was to boast of having made the ar- 
rangements for Lindbergh’s mother-in-

DURING debate at Washington on 

the Lend-Lease bill, various lead- 
ers gave reasons for being favorable to, 
or against, the measure.

E can see and recognize armed forces. We

ii IS not strange that God should 

speak to America. Did he not create 
our Nation and breathe the breath of 
life into every individual who dwells 
herein? 


A well known writer on Christian 
themes once said, “A silent Heaven is 
the greatest mystery of our existence!” 
That God is silent amidst all the high- 
handed oppression and cruel actions 
of men must always be an enigma to 
people who judge by what they see. 
Nevertheless, that God has spoken is 
the greatest fact of history. 


The Old Testament is full of the 
revelation of God as He spoke through 
the prophets, proclaiming principles of 
national life that have endured the cor- 
roding influences of the ages. They 
held up before their people a vision of 
the Holiness of God and His demand of 
truth, justice, righteous government, 
and a commonwealth free from folly 
and oppression. It is that vision with- 
out which a people perish. God spoke 
through the prophets and His message 
was not only for those who heard their 
voices and the then existing nations — 
but it was recorded and preserved for 
the men of all ages and the nations 
yet unborn: For, “THE WORD OF 
THE LORD ENDURETH FOREV- 
ie.” 


God is not silent, nor has He so 
much work on hand that He cannot 
attend to details. He sees everything; 
even an apparent trifle like a cup of 
cold water offered in His Name does 
not escape His notice. But He is 
long-suffering, not willing that any 
should perish. 


The burden of prophecy affirms that 
God will intervene suddenly in the af- 
fairs of men, and when He does so, 
no one will be able to gainsay His 
title for a moment. Of old, His voice 
shook the earth, but when He speaks 
again after man has filled his cup of 
sin and rebellion, God’s wrath will be 
manifested against ungodliness. His 
voice will shake not only the earth, but 
Heaven also. Only things which can- 
not be shaken will remain. Those ap- 
pertain to the realm of grace, and are 
being received now in the process of our 
service of God acceptably with rever- 
ence. (Hebrews 12:25-28) 


God Speaks 


“Blessed is the Nation whose God 
is the LORD.” (Psalm 33:12) Right- 
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eousness exalteth a nation: but sin is a 
reproach to any people.” (Prov. 14:34) 


As we turn through the pages of his- 
tory we come face to face with the fact 
that Kingdoms, Empires and Govern- 
ments have risen or fallen as they 
have upheld or disregarded God’s rules 
of righteousness. The Word of God 
is the summary of all truth and right- 
eousness. After three thousand five- 
hundred years it remains UNCHANG- 
ED and UNCHANGEABLE. Nothing 
can safely be taken from it, nor any- 
thing added. Without alterations or 
amendments it remains up to date. 
It still brings men and nations to the 
parting of the way. A decision to walk 
in its counsel brings liberty, peace and 
prosperity to men and nations. A dis- 
regard of its requirements invites in- 
dividual and NATIONAL RUIN. Low- 
ell wrote: 


“Once to every man and nation, 
Comes the moment to decide. . .” 


This choice comes between good and 
evil; right and wrong. Men and na- 
tions today are passing through the 
valley of decision, upon the decisions 
of the American people during the next 
few months will depend the DESTINY 
OF AMERICA. Civilization has more 
than once reached the crossroads — 
and has usually made the wrong de- 
cision. The question of the hour is: 
Will America heed the warning and 
profit by the experience of the civiliza- 
tions which have gone down in defeat 
and judgment because they have turned 
away from the Living God? 


The crisis we face is the most serious 
in the history of our Nation, for it 
means either the life or death of our 
Government.

Egypt spurned the 
overtures of Jehovah and her decline 
immediately began, and ended in her 
extinction. “Weighed in the balances, 
and found wanting,” is the epitaph on 
the tombstone of Babylon. Medo-Per- 
sia, Grecia, and Rome died of the same 
causes: decadence, immorality and re- 
jection of the principles of righteous- 
ness. And again, I ask the question: 
Which road, will America take? 


God’s Word is very plain in regard 
to conditions producing National bless- 
ing, and conditions which will bring 
National chastisement and destruction, 
and history records the fulfillment of 
The Word of God to the letter.

“And it shall come to pass, if thou 
shalt hearken diligently unto the voice 
of the Lord thy God, to observe and 
to do all his commandments . . . that 
the Lord thy God will set thee on high 
above all nations of the earth; And all 
these blessings shall come on thee, and 
overtake thee, if thou hearken unto the 
voice of the Lord thy God.” 


(Note carefully as you read, the 
number of these blessings America en- 
joyed as long as we honored God as a 
Nation.) 


“Blessed shall be the fruit of thy 
body, and the fruit of thy cattle, the 
increase of thy kine, and the flocks of 
thy sheep.

The Lord shall command the 
blessing upon thee in thy storehouses, 
and in all that thou settest thine hand 
unto; and He shall bless thee in the 
ai which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, 


(Now, think carefully, as you read, 
and you will be amazed at the extent 
which each of these judgments here 
listed, are even now upon America. 
God in His mercy is permitting them 
even as He did in the days of ancient 
Israel — warning us to return to God 
before destruction comes.) 


“But it shall come to pass, if thou 
wilt not hearken unto the voice of the 
Lord thy God, ... that all these curses 
shall come upon thee, and overtake 
thee: Cursed shalt thou be in the city, 
and cursed shalt thou be in the field. 
Cursed shall be thy basket and thy 
store. Cursed shall be the fruit of thy 
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body, and the fruit of thy land, the 
increase of thy kine, and the flocks of 
thy sheep. Cursed shalt thou be when 
thou comest in, and cursed shalt thou 
be when thou goest out. The Lord 
shall send upon thee cursing, vexation, 
and rebuke, in all that thou settest 
thine hand unto to do, until thou per- 
ish quickly; because of the wicked- 
ness of thy doings, whereby thou hast 
forsaken me. The Lord shall make 
the pestilence cleave unto thee, until 
He have consumed thee from off the 
land, whither thou goest to possess it. 
The Lord shall smite thee with a con- 
sumption, and with a fever, and with 
an inflammation, and with an extreme 
burning, and with the sword, and with 
blasting, and with mildew; and they 
shall pursue thee until thou perish. 
And thy heaven that is over thy head 
shall be brass, and the earth that is 
under thee shall be iron. The Lord 
shall make the rain of thy land powder 
and dust: from heaven shall it come 
upon thee, until thou be destroyed... 


The United States of America is the 
only nation since Moses led the Israel- 
ites out of Egypt to be conceived in a 
struggle for religious liberty. In 1893 
The Supreme Court of our Nation de- 
cided, in the famous Holy Trinity 
Church case, that: “This is a Christian 
nation.” And in an equally important 
case which was pleaded before the Su- 
preme Court by Daniel Webster, it 
also decided: “Christianity is the com- 
mon law of the land.” Our coins have 
been inscribed with the declaration: “In 
God We Trust.? 


Our National Anthem has been a 
token to the world of our Faith in the 
Almighty God: 

“Our father’s God, to Thee, Author of 
liberty, 

To Thee we sing: Long may our land 
be bright, 

With Freedom’s holy light; Protect us 
by Thy might, 

Great God, Our King!” 
We indeed have been a _ nation, 


known, owned and blessed of God, but 
listen: 


Again, God Speaks 


“The wicked shall be turned into hell, 
and all the nations that FORGET God.” 
(Psalm 9:17) 

This piercing message was spoken to 
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nations that at one time knew, followed 
and obeyed the Living God. Hear it 
again: “The Wicked shall be turned 
into hell, and all the Nations that 
FORGET God.” Past obedience, past 
worship, past faith are not sufficient. 
Do you take the position that God 
will protect America because our na- 
tion was founded on Christian prin- 
ciples and because our forefathers gave 
it birth through suffering, prayer and 
sacrifice? This is a comfortable faith 
but very deadly, because it leads in- 
evitably to national decline aid ulti- 
mate national death. 


Are you resting confidently upon the 
fact that your parents were Godly 
people, and that you were a regular 
church attendant when you were 
young? But what about today? The 
forgetters of God are far more numer- 
ous than the profane or openly sinful. 
Forgetfulness seems a small sin, but 
it brings eternal wrath upon the man 
and the nation who lives and dies in it. 
Surely it behooves the righteous to use 
every power, every effort at their com- 
mand, to see that America is made a 
righteous nation, lest it fall by the just 
judgments which come as a result of 
sin, disobedience and forgetfulness of 
God. 


Spiritual revival and Spiritual wis- 
dom is our crying need. Our sacred 
institutions are threatened. The prin- 
ciples of sound government are flouted. 
Powerful foes of righteousness are mul- 
tiplying. Communism, Nazism, Fas- 
cism are making a strong bid for our 
great nation, seeking to stir up class 
hatred and revolution. Youth is in 
grave danger. Unchastity, intemperance, 
atheism, modernism and infidelity are 
sweeping with ruinous force through 
our land and a spirit of indifference 
toward God prevails. 


The Judgments of the Lord are even 
now in our midst and war, famine, 
pestilence and death sweep the world. 
It is easy for us to look at Europe and 
Asia and see the hand of Almighty God 
in judgment upon them, warning of the 
wrath to come, but here in our own 
land all manner of explanations are 
made with scientific testimony to the 
effect that catastrophes and calamities, 
the earthquakes, the dust-storms, the 
floods, the plagues, the droughts etc. 
etc. which have befallen us in recent 
years, are but “natural phenomena” 
for the world’s experts will not tolerate 
any thought or expression of superna- 
tural intervention in the affairs of 
men. 


This situation is not one of man 
against man, nor of party against party, 
but rather it is a conflict between man 
and God. There is a determined spirit 
in the world to function apart from 
any recognition of God and His Christ, 
and this attitude is bringing God’s 
purging and purifying judgments up- 
on our Nation.

“I have set before you life and death, 
blessing and cursing: therefore choose 
life, that both thou and thy seed may 
live.”

The Fear of God is the final test of 
national greatness, and obedience to 
His Word is the final guarantee of na- 
tional protection and individual free- 
dom. We are proud of America, and 
we thrill at the rapid growth of our 
population; the marvel of our material 
wealth and the vastness of our ter- 
ritory. But, it is as true today as in 
the days of the prophets and when 
Jesus walked the roads of Palestine, 
that materialism does not make a na- 
tion truly great. What shall it profit 
us, if we gain a world of material ad- 
vantage, and lose our spiritual inheri- 
tance which is the priceless treasure of 
this Republic? We shall be ultimately 
judged as a nation, not by such ex- 
hibits, but by the measure of our fidel- 
ity to spiritual ideals. 


Remember this: No nation bears a 
charmed life. Its people must live in 
harmony with God’s laws of justice 
and righteousness if they would fulfill 
a noble national aspiration. God takes 
care of the nations that elect to be His 
chosen people by living in the light of 
His unfailing wisdom. Nations like 
individuals must stand before God and 
be judged according to their deeds, not 
their professions. 


We must remember that the Spiritual 
Church of Jesus Christ made America 
the Land of the Free, and the Home 
of the Brave. Wherever the Church 
has gone, life has become more valu- 
able. And wherever the Gospel has 
been heeded, suffering, poverty and im- 
morality have been displaced by the 
blessings of God in righteousness, peace 
and joy. 


The Church may seem divided by de- 
nominational lines, but we thank God 
that within the ranks of all these vari- 
ous religious bodies, which call them- 
selves the followers of Christ, is the 
True Church, made up of spiritually 
regenerated people. This army of the 
Lord is made one by the uniting in- 
fluence of the Holy Spirit. And al- 
though we are in many scattered places, 
we must stand together in the strength 
of the Lord and contend earnestly for 
The Faith which was once delivered 
to the Saints.

There were tears on many faces and 
expressions of high resolve when we 
left that meeting. One dear elderly 
lady, Mrs. Day, told me she would 
remember my earnest opening prayer to 
her dying day — perhaps because it 
came from the heart. 


Anyone who realizes America’s plight, 
may take comfort in the hope that 
God may act as in the past when “He 
hath put down the mighty from their 
seats and exalted them of low degree.” 
Our Nation can only be saved through 
the power and inspiration of Him 
Who gave deliverance to: Daniel, Who 
opened prison doors to those devoted 
to Him, Who offered to spare worth- 





less, wicked cities if but a few souls 
would turn to Him in repentance. 


By some miracle, Washington radio 
station WINX granted me a short time 
to broadcast on the Bill and mention 
our mother’s protest parade. In this 
broadcast, I compared the powers 
granted Roosevelt by Bill 1776 with 
those causing the impeachment of War- 
ren Hastings before the British Parlia- 
ment on charges of exercising arbitrary 
power through the East India Com- 
pany. 

His defense was that the East India 
Company gave him arbitrary power, 
but Edmund Burke spoke up and said, 
in effect: “But the East India Com- 
pany has no arbitrary power to give 
him; nor has the King arbitrary pow- 
er to give; nor the House of Lords; 
nor the House of Commons. Arbitrary 
power is something we have not to 
hold or to give, and he who gives 
arbitrary power is as criminal as him 
who receives it.” 


Everyone was amazed at the number 
that took part in the protest demon- 
stration. The parade extended three 
blocks or more long. The exhibits and 
placards were unique, potent! The 
mothers who took part universally 
expressed delight at their joint efforts. 
What a brave, long flutter of flags. 
Voices sang with determination to car- 
ry on for Americanism. 


How We Worked 


Our program was to try to 
vince undecided Senators to 
against the Bill, to protest to sup- 
porters of the Bill, and merely con- 
gratulate those against it. We operat- 
ed in groups of two or three for con- 
vincing purposes, en masse for pro- 
testing. 


Congressman Clare Hoffman suggest- 
ed that if we only kept ten women 
at it, we ought to keep up a picket 
line going across the Capitol and Sen- 
ate building grounds as a silent protest 
against the Bill. So the next day 
about a hundred of us started out car- 
rying small American flags in hand, 
a few wearing our white oilcloth “chest 
protectors” with the words in red “Kill 
Bill 1776 — Not Our Sons.” Around 
the Senate Office Building block we 
marched but as soon as we started 
across the Capitol grounds, a police- 
man rushed towards us and ordered 
us to stop. 


One officer hauled out what he said 
was a statute of 1882 to show me 
that it was illegal to carry an Ameri- 
can flag on the Capitol grounds. He 
said he would send for patrols and ar- 
rest every one of us if we went a step 
farther, unless we furled our flags and 
broke up and walked far apart.

I asked the crowd to wait while I 


flew to Congressman Hoffman’s office 
to get his advice. It was some dis- 
tance away. He was in committee but 
came out and dictated a letter invit- 
ing us all to come over and see him in 
his office to discuss the Bill. I rushed 
back to where the mothers were wait- 
ing and showed this to the policeman. 
He grabbed at the letter. “Aw right,” 
he finally said. “You can go but 
you’ve gotta hide those flags!” So we 
furled them and hid them under our 
coats and he went along to see that 
we kept them hidden. 


This on the Capitol grounds of the 
United States! 


Congressman Hoffman gave us a fine 
welcome and called in Congressman 
Woodruff, another real American. 


In connection with our American 
youth now being drafted to fight to 
enforce freedom of speech, press, as- 
sembly, and freedom of worship every- 
where in the world, this incident is of 
interest. After I left the mothers to 
hurry to Congressman Hoffman’s of- 
fice, one of them suggested they kneel 
in prayer. She said the Lord’s Prayer 
in safety. A second, praying extem- 
poraneously, said, “O Lord, save us 
from this awful administration.” A 
policeman jerked her off her knees, say- 
ing, “You can’t pray like that around 
here.” “O my!” one mother sighed, “we 
in Washington.” 


A New Deal Congressman told a 
friend of ours: “I stopped my car going 
across the Capitol grounds to take a 
look and see what sort of women these 
‘Mothers Crusaders’ were. They are 
not Communists! They look like the 
same kind of mothers I have known 
all of my life in my own home town. 
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To see policemen taking American flags 
away from them gave me a shock.” 


Mother's Call on Senator Pepper 


After days of being eluded by Sena- 
tor Pepper, a crowd of us waited out- 
side his office one morning for nearly 
an hour, then went down to the Senate 
reception corridor where we were told, 
at the desk, to wait until Pepper could 
be called off the Senate floor as is the 
custom. When the Senate convened, 
our card was sent in and Pepper’s 
teply promptly came back that he 
would not see us. 


Patience worn out, the mothers all 
called out, “We want Pepper!” about 
three times before police seized my sec- 
retary and me and rushed us, unre- 
sisting, down a steep marble staircase, 
Officer Perry pinching us for all he 
was worth. My arm bruises lasted 
some three weeks. As he kept almost 
succeeding in tripping me, I said, 
“Please don’t throw us down these 
stairs, you will hurt us.” Police forc- 
ibly kept the other mothers from fol- 
lowing us, then drove them out. 


We two rode away in a squad car 
to the police desk where I begged off 
for my secretary, was asked to deposit 
$5 for myself, then we left. Next 
morning, the $5, was returned to me 
when the case was dismissed, after be- 
ing heard in a courtroom packed with 
mothers. 


Legally, one may picket without a 
permit anywhere in Washington, but 
this, hitherto, has been a Red mono- 
poly. While police inside and outside 
the gates eyed us, we marched outside 
the White House, two by two, carrying 
many white crosses and _ placards 
against Bill 1776 and a sign, “Hot 
Dogs for Royalty — Cold Shoulder 
for American Mothers.” 


One White House attache, with 
sound American ideas, later told us, 
confidentially, that six Negro and nine 
Jewish members of the Communist 
American Youth Congress had been 
seated around the White House dining 
room table, sipping tea and being en- 
tertained by Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
at the very time we were picketing 
against the Bill on the outside. Alexan- 
der Woollcott, then playing in a filthy 
radical play, according to the press, 
spent the entire ten days of his. Wash- 
ington engagement as a house guest 
at the White House. 


Giving Dotty to Eleanor 


At a Washington Town Hall meeting, 
held while we were there, Mrs. Roose- 
velt eulogistically introduced as speak- 
er her friend, Dotty Thompson, who 
said she would be willing to spend a 
million American lives to fight abroad. 
Her son is aged 12. This militant, 
war-mongering ‘“Brunhilde of the 
Bronx” was paid $750 for her “gener- 
ous” war talk, it is reported. 


We decided that Eleanor should have 
Dotty for her own as we did not want 
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her. So we prepared to present Dotty 
to the White House. The effigy we 
made had a mop for white hair, the 
big head and big mouth thought ap- 
propriate, and we gave her a booming 
“figger.” The St. Louis mothers bought 
a size 46 red house dress for the pur- 
pose, and a pair of my holey (not holy) 
hose went into the makings. A placard 
bore these words which, because of an 
Associated Press photo, went all over 
the Country: 


Eleanor R., Dotty Thompson too 

With the greedy Sol Bloom, Hillman 
crew, 

Are shouting for War to spend again, 

A million boys’ lives in blood and pain. 


But, alas, before we could hang 
Dotty on the White House gate, she 
was snatched from my arms by police. 
“O no! You don’t do that!” said one 
officer firmly as he took her, against 
protests of the mothers. The last we 
saw of Dotty she was being “arrested,” 
as it were, riding off in a police car 
sitting up close beside one of the cops 
like a girl friend, one of his arms 
around her. Later, we heard they had 
a lot of fun with our Dotty over at 
the station — even took her apart and 
put her together again! 


A Flag for Senator Glass 


One night four mothers who had 
visited the office of war-hungry old 
Carter Glass told us of the British 
flags on each of the four desks in his 
office and the British emblems on his 
secretary and all of his office help. We 
decided that, this being America and 
Glass being paid by American taxpay- 
ers, perhaps the Senator’s office needed 
an American flag. 


So, next morning, about 25 of us by 
two’s and three’s assembled in the hall 
outside his office which was squarely 
barred by two policemen. One of 
these spoke up when I arrived saying 
to me, “The secretary will only let 
one of the mothers come in.” A moth- 
er at my elbow asked him, “Is he 
coming out to choose one of us?” He 
replied, “You will have to wait until 
the secretary comes out!” Turning 
away, I said, “We will wait.” 


We stood and stood and stood. One 
mother, Mrs. Miller of Kansas, who 
has some trouble with one leg, decided 
to sit down. One by one most of us 
followed suit. Ranged along the walls 
of the great 12 foot wide marble cor- 
ridor we sat and chatted as we waited 
on and on. 


Finally, a blind policeman, Lt. 
James, being led by another man, came 
down the hall and said, “This cor- 
ridor must be cleared.” I stepped up 
to him and said, “Officer, we have 
been told the secretary will let one of 





us into Senator Glass’ office. We want 
to present an American flag.” 

“All right,” he said, “One of you can 
go in providing all the rest go away 
first.” I said, “It will take only a 
minute to hand it in the door. All 
the mothers would like to see it pre- 
sented, then we will all go away.” 
“What is your name?” he asked. “Mrs. 
Elizabeth Dilling,” I replied. 


“Arrest her,” was his immediate or- 
der. 


Like a flash two policemen grabbed 
me and hurried me down the hall. 
Knowing the utter uselessness of pro- 
testing, the only words I spoke were, 
“I am glad you are not hurting me,” 
as I recalled Perry’s inhuman pinch- 
ing. The mothers, justly angry, fol- 
lowed me in a body, setting up a pan- 
demonium of protests against the ar- 
rest, the British Union Jack, and what 
not. 


Heads came out of offices. People 
poured in from everywhere. While get- 
ting into the elevator, Mrs. Nibberich 
called out, “Why don’t you arrest us 
all? Mrs. Dilling has done nothing we 
all have not done.” “All right,” was 
the response as police yanked her into 
the elevator with me. 


To humiliate us, we two, like crimi- 
nals, were then taken in a patrol wagon 
to be booked and eagerly photographed 
by the press. “Well, this is my first 
ride in a patrol wagon,” I remarked 
to the gentlemanly officer who helped 
us in and went with us, “but we may 
all be riding in them if the dictator- 
ship bill passes.” 


This time, at the desk, we each had 
to deposit $25 as bond for our ap- 
pearance in court next day. Our 
“trial” was so arranged as to stretch 
over six days, and kept us tied up 
sitting in court every day except Sun- 
day, for hours and hours, while the 
last New Deal pressure was being 
applied to push the Bill through. It 
was during this time that Senators 
sent the call, “Why doesn’t Mrs. Dill- 
ing keep up the protests?” 

The New: Deal appointed judge de- 
clared us guilty of disorderly conduct, 
fining me $25.00, Mrs. Nibberich $15.- 
00. We did not have to pay this as 
our attorney at once appealed. 


While writing this, I was pleased 
to hear from one of the nation’s great 
Americans, Senator Rush Holt, whose 
speeches are clarion calls of real patri- 
otism. He called, he said, to con- 
gratulate me on what I had done 
against Bill 1776. 

At my complaint that nothing had 
been accomplished, as the Bill passed, 
he said: “But you have dramatized 
the corruption in Washington all over 
the Country.” 





of the Mother’s Crusade. 
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He Put Music In My Soul

i IS said that the greatest of all 
miracles has to do with God’s abil- 
ity to transform a sinner into a saint. 
I can not doubt the miracles recorded 
in the Bible, because I have seen a 
miracle wrought in my own life. 


“He inclined unto me, and heard my 
cry. He brought me up also out of 
an horrible pit, out of the miry clay, 
and set my feet upon a rock, and 
established my goings. And he hath 
put a new song in my mouth; even 
praise unto our God.” Psalms 40:1-3. 


Biography is interesting reading. We 
all enjoy studying about the lives of 
outstanding men—men who have ex- 
celled in art, literature, statesmanship 
or Christian leadership. Yet, I submit 
that biography is even more thrilling 
when it concerns the matter of even the 
humblest sinner being saved by Grace. 


My story begins on the island of 
Sicily. This land of sunshine and 
vineyards, of simple Italian people, at 
the toe of the Roman boot, was the 
place of my birth. At an early age, 
I was brought to America by my par- 
ents. My family interests and racial 
contacts were such that for twenty 
years, I knew of only one form of re- 
ligion. And although placed for a 
time in an institution for religious 
training, I was as ignorant of free 
Grace and the peace and joy that 
comes from knowing Christ personally, 
as a hottentot. 


The religion of my family and my 
youth was one of “Works” instead of 
“Grace.” Endowed with deep religious 
feelings, stamped indelibly with a 
yearning to know God, I felt hemmed 
in, circumscribed, limited in capacity 
to express the inner emotions that 
poured through my soul. Salva- 
tion by Works is a terrible system. The 
idea that one is saved by something he 
does; the idea that one can earn sal- 
vation and heavenly rewards, or has 
something he can give in exchange for 
personal salvation, produces only spir- 
itual wreckage and chaos. 


Every false religion in the world 
gives its adherents something to do. 
Christianity is already done.’ It has 
been said, and correctly so, that in 
spiritual matters there is a vast dif- 
ference between do and done. Jesus 
said on the Cross, “It is finished.” 
Praise the Lord, the time finally came 
in my life when I discovered that Chris- 
tianity is a finished work, that sinners 
are saved by something they ACCEPT, 
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and not something they do. 


But going back to my experiences 
in religious adventure: My impres- 
sionable young mind was easily mold- 
ed, and, during the time of my early 
religious training, chains of Works 
were literally shackled upon my soul 
—confession, saying memorized pray- 
ers, doing penance, fasting, torturing 
myself in mind and body, being taught 
that flesh life and sinful tendencies 
must be kept in subjection through 
human effort! I question if a more 
miserable person ever lived. I was 
doing my religion, knowing nothing of 
the great secret of free Grace, namely 
that Christ can take possession of a 
human life and live through it. I had 
never heard of the Reformation passage 
that “the just shall live by faith.” ... 


As a youth, I found employment 
with the Goodwill Industries of Brook- 
lyn. Each morning, it was their cus- 
tom to hold chapel services, and I 
fell into the habit of attending them. 
These meetings impressed me _ very 
much, and later, I was invited to go 
to services in a little rescue mission, 
presided over by the superintendent of 
the Brooklyn Goodwill Industries. 


I formed the habit of attending this 
humble place regularly, and drank in 
the simple messages that I heard, each 
night. Although steeped in religion of 
a certain brand, yet in this mission, I 
heard the doctrine of Grace proclaimed 
for the first time. My very soul seem- 
ed to tingle under the impact of the 
message. From the deepest recesses 
of my nature, there came a feeling of 
joy, a knowledge, that I was in the 
act of making a discovery — the great- 
est discovery in the world, namely, 
that in this life a soul can be set free 
from sin, and enjoy liberty in Christ. 


The foundations of my earlier reli- 
gious thinking crumbled. I began to 
look away from myself, and look to- 
ward Calvary. I was learning that 
through the finished work of the Cross, 
I, an unworthy sinner, stood justified 
before the highest court of heaven in 
accepting forgiveness for sin. Not me 
... but Him! Not my self-effort ... 
but His Grace. Oh, what a discovery 
I made in that little mission. 


When the revelation of these eternal 
truths burst in upon my soul and I 
accepted them, the Lord Jesus Christ 
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became my personal Saviour. It was 
then that He put a new song into my 
heart. But, back in that humble mission, 
learning the doctrine of Divine Grace, 
I confess that the thought of some day 
becoming a song writer never entered 
my mind—although, as I say, the Lord 
put music in my soul. 


It was not until a few years later, 
when, during my second year at the 
Practical Bible Training School, I be- 
gan to find that people were being 
blessed by Gospel songs and choruses 
which I was able to write. God has 
since blessed this ministry and over one 
hundred compositions have resulted. 


After graduating from the School, 
I began traveling with its Student 
League of Many Nations, as an in- 
structor. During these seven years, 
journeying from place to place, I have 
been inspired to write songs under many 
kinds of circumstances. I remember 
one time, while sitting on the platform 
during a League service in Philadel- 
phia, I noticed a banner over the pulpit 
which read: “Sir, We Would See Jesus.” 
Taking out a pencil, I began to write 
on the back of an envelope: 


Sir, we would see Jesus, 
The Man of Galilee, 
Sir, we would see Jesus, 
The One Who died for me. 
Now He’s interceding, 
From sin He keeps me free, 
Sir, we would see Jesus, 
He’s coming back for me. 


On another occasion, during the 
Thanksgiving season at the School, one 
of my students mentioned in his prayer 
that all blessings from God, had come 
to us through Calvary. This inspired 
me to write the words and music to 
the song, “It Is All Because of Cal- 
vary:” . 

It is all because of Calvary, 
I am today set free, 

It is all because of Calvary, 
I'll live eternally, 

The story of His grace I'll tell, 
His blood avails for me, 

His love so sweet constraineth me, 
It is all because of Calvary. 


The Lord has taken sorrow and 
heaviness away . . . and given me soul 
joy and a light heart. I find, of a truth, 
the Christian has something to sing 
about! 
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ance of food, and above all, the feeling 
of self-respect that he used to enjoy. 


A foolish son has become a swine- 
herd. He lives with the hogs, this being 
the lowest depths to which a Jew can 
sink. Says a wise Christian scholar: 
“He who begins by using the world as 
a servant to minister to his pleasure, 
ends by reversing the relationship.” 


The Mosaic law placed a ban on eat- 
ing hog meat. Modern science testifies 
to the sanity of this prohibition, be- 
cause of the physical pollution con- 
tained in the flesh of the swine species. 
The prodigal became so hungry, during 
the famine, that he would have gladly 
eaten the pods of the Husk Tree had 
someone offered them to him. One 
writer gives the following definition for 
the word husks, as used in this passage: 
“The hulls of a leguminous plant which 
in the East is the food of cattle and 
swine, and often the nourishment of the 
poorest, in times of distress.” 


(More will be said about this par- 
ticular type of food presently, but in 
passing, wish to remark, that on a re- 
cent missionary tour of the West Indies, 
I discovered Husk Trees growing on the 
Island of Puerto Rico. There can be 
no question but what these tropical 
trees, with their huge trunks, overhang- 
ing branches and pods of pith and 
odors, are the same as those to which 
our Lord referred in the narrative of 
the prodigal son.) 


No one offers the young man even 
a piece of filthy-smelling hog food to 
satiate his hunger. He reaches the low- 
est depths of human despair. If bio- 
logical science is correct in affirming 
that the greatest shock which can come 
to an organism is a sense of utter use- 
lessness, then we can imagine something 
of the anguish of this wayward boy. 


He is perishing, unpitied and alone. 
In the event of dying, he will disappear 
from the world unmissed. The words 
of Jeremiah 30:14 seem to apply: “All 
thy lovers have forgotten thee; they 
seek thee not; for I have wounded thee 
with the wound of an enemy, with the 
chastisement of a cruel one, for the 
multitude of thine iniquity; because 
thy sins were increased.” 


@ And when he came to himself, he 
said, How many hired servants of my 
father’s have bread enough and to spare, 
and I perish with hunger! I will arise 
and go to my father, and will say unto 
him, Father, I have sinned against 
heaven, and before thee, And am no 
more worthy to be called thy son: 





Make me as one of thy hired servants. 


Having been “beside himself,” the 
unfortunate victim of sin and tempta- 
tion, now comes to himself. The higher 
elements of his nature begin to assert 
their strength in terms of moral re- 
sistance. New thoughts and better im- 
pulses, start pouring through the stream 
of consciousness. The soul of the 
prodigal is passing through a meta- 
morphosis. He thinks of the old home- 
stead. That his family enjoyed the ad- 
vantages of wealth is indicated by the 
fact of many hired servants. 


Some people, being restless by tem- 
perament, have no appreciation of the 
good things of life, until they lose 
them. For the first time, this young 
man is able to properly evaluate the 
place from which he became estranged 
through selfish gratification. 


Sad, empty, crestfallen, withered, 
perishing, his mind turns toward home, 
with its tranquil atmosphere, peace, 
plenty and dignity. It seems as if his 
heart will break. Then somewhere in 
the soul of a disillusioned young man, 
there takes place a resurrection. Mus- 
tering all the courage he can command, 
will power energized by an inner quick- 
ening of moral forces, the decision is 
made to retrace his steps—I will arise 
and go! 

The heart-broken penitent thinks of 
father . . . and father’s house. He is 
ready to make restitution. The proud, 
haughty spirit has been replaced by 
an humble and contrite heart. With 
pride gone, self crucified, he thinks 
of one thing, forgiveness. He resolves 
to arise out of the muck, mire, filth 
and degradation of the hog pen—and 
rising, is ready to throw himself upon 
the unmerited grace of his father. 


After all, this is the path that every 
sinner must tread. There is a sense in 
which the present world is only a step 
above the hog pen. Conviction for 
sin stirs the mind and conscience of 
the one who is being wooed by the 
Holy Spirit. Thus, the sinner comes 
to realize that, indeed, he is a sinner. 
And with this realization there develops 
a sense of need. Then the candidate 
for personal salvation no longer thinks 
of his own affected goodness, nor does 
he regard himself as a cultured, refined, 
genteel sinner. Having reached the end 
of his tether, he desires only one thing 
—a place in the house of the Heavenly 
Father. Turning his back upon sin 
with a deliberate act on the part of his 
will, he says, “I will arise and go.” 


@ And he arose, and came to his 
father. But when he was yet a great 
way off, his father saw him, and had 
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compassion, and ran, and fell on his 
neck, and kissed him. And the son 
said unto him, Father, I have sinned 
against heaven, and in thy sight, and 
am no more worthy to be called thy 
son. 


This prodigal, like every sinner, is 
endowed with the capacities of free 
moral agency. He possesses a will, and 
the exercise thereof involves responsi- 
bilities in the present span of existence 
that are inextricably related to life be- 
yond the tomb. God never snatches 
away the human will. The prodigal 
could defy his father. Free moral 
agents have power to defy the Heavenly 
Father. 


But the man from the hog pen finds 
a light burning in the window. The 
glow of parental love is not extinguish- 
ed. The latch-string is hanging on 
the outside. The father sees his son 4 
great way off. There is instant recog- 
nition. A sinner’s heart is breaking 
with remorse. A father’s heart is burst- 
ing with love. The two meet far down 
the road because the father takes the 
first step, and bounds forward to wel- 
come the one whom he loves so dearly. 
Tears of grief and tears of love are 
co-mingled. 


The father has compassion, runs, 
hugs and kisses the boy who has suf- 
ficient courage to retrace his steps. In 
all his filth? Yes. Garbed in those 
dirty rags? Yes. In misery and wretch- 
edness? Yes. With not even sandals 
on his feet? Yes. 


The Psalmist described the grace of 
God this way: “The Lord is merciful 
and gracious, slow to anger, and plente- 
ous in mercy. He hath not dealt with 
us after our sins; nor rewarded us ac- 
cording to our iniquities. For as the 
heaven is high above the earth, so great 
is his mercy toward them that fear him. 
As far as the east is from the west, so 
far hath he removed our transgressions 
from us.” 


The boy has his speech committed 
— Turn To Page 24 
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to memory. But he is only given time 
to utter the first few words, when the 
father interrupts him—I have sinned 
and am no more worthy... 


® But the tather said to his servants, 
Bring forth the best robe, and put it on 
him; and put a ring on his hand, and 
shoes on his feet: And bring hither the 
tatted calf, and kill it; and let us eat, 
and be merry: For this my son was 
dead, and is alive again; he was lost, 
and is found. And they began to be 
merry. 


The prodigal utters but a fraction of 
what he purposes. His father’s heart is 
simply too full to listen. This is no 
time for formalities or speech-making. 
There can be no affectation where love 
reigns. The forgiveness of sin deals with 
realities, and sounds the very depths 
of human feeling and emotion. 


The normal father delights to make 
happy, those whose care is entrusted to 
him. The words recorded in Zechariah 
3:4 apply here: “Take away the filthy 
garments from him. And unto him he 
said, Behold, I have caused thine in- 
iquity to pass from thee, and I will 
clothe thee with change of raiment.” 


Bring forth the best robe, and clothe 
this erring one like a king. Put a ring 
on his hand, as did Pharaoh when 
Joseph was vested with regal authority 
in the days that Egypt ruled the world. 
And shoes on his feet, for only slaves 
go barefooted. Bring hither the fatted 
calf, reserved for the festive occasion. 


This my son, now twice a son. He 
was dead and is alive, like the sinner 
who, spiritually dead in trespasses and 
sin, enjoys pardon and a new birth. 
“Ye must be born again,” said our Lord 
to Nicodemus. He was lost and is 
found, even as the sheep outside the 
fold, wandering in dangerous mountain 
areas, may be located and brought back 
to safety by the Good Shepherd. “What 
man of you, having an hundred sheep, 
if he loses one of them, doth not leave 
the ninety and nine in the wilderness, 
and go after that which is lost, until 
he find it?” “For the Son of man is 
come to seek and to save that which 
was lost.” 


Twenty-two verses of Luke 15 are de- 
voted to the story of the Prodigal Son. 
The first thirteen depict the attitude 
of the Heavenly Father toward souls 
ensnared by sin. The remainder of the 
narrative deals with the elder brother’s 
attitude. Space is not available at this 
time, to discuss the symbolic meaning 
of this latter portion. 
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So for the present, the indulgence of 
the reader is desired, as we give spe- 
cial consideration to the matter of Husk 
Trees, examining certain reasons for 
knowing those found in Puerto Rico, 
are identical with the type of swine- 
food to which our Lord referred in 
Luke 15:16. 


* * * * 


ROSSING the beautiful mountain 

range, which resembles the backbone 
of a sleeping giant, running the full 
length of Puerto Rico, my attention was 
called to a grove of Husk Trees. The 
occasion was my third missionary trip 
to the Island, February 1941. We were 
motoring over a narrow, picturesque 
highway, built by slave labor, in the 
days when Spain ruled that part of the 
world. 


Puerto Ricans know this species of 
tree as algarroba. There is no question 
in the minds of native Christians, about 
it being the same as the one men- 
tioned in the story of the unhappy 
prodigal who wasted his substance far 
from home. Best Spanish scholarship 
associates it with a Palestinian tree of 
similar size and characteristics. Scien- 
tists describe the two as belonging to 
exactly the same family. 


Diccionario Hispano Americano, a 
set of 28 imposing volumes which com- 
pare favorably with our Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, says: “In the mountains of 
Puerto Rico the husk tree develops 
majestically, acquiring a height of 25 
meters to the first branches and reach- 
ing a diameter of 1.50 meters. (A 
meter is equal to approximately forty 
American inches.)” 


Strong’s Exhaustive Concordance de- 
scribes the Greek word behind the 
English “husks,” as being keration, 
meaning: “Something horned, the pod 
of the carob-tree.” 


The People’s Bible Encyclopaedia 
says: “Husks of Luke 16:15 refers to 
the pods of Ceratonia Siliqua, the carob 
tree. This tree is an evergreen, culti- 
vated everywhere in the Holy Land. 
The pods are still often fed to swine, 
and are eaten by the people.” 


The International Standard Bible En- 
cyclopaedia says that the word trans- 


| lated “husks” means “little horns” and 


offers this further explanation: “These 
are pods of the carob tree, also called 
the locust tree. This tree flourishes 
all over Palestine, especially on the 
western mountain slopes toward the 
sea; by the Arabs it is called kharrub. 
It is dioecious, has dense, dark ever- 
green foliage, glossy leaves and long, 
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curved pods, like small horns (hence 
the name). These pods which are from 
four to nine inches in length have a 
leathery case containing a pulpy sub- 
stance in which the beans are im- 
bedded; this pulp is of a pleasant, 
sweetish flavor and has a characteristic 
odor. The pods are sold in the markets, 
both as cattle food and for the poor, 
who extract, by boiling them a sweet- 
ish substance like molasses.” 


The Marked Bible is equally explicit: 
“It (the Husk Tree) belongs to the 
locust family. This tree is very com- 
monly met with in Syria and Egypt; 
it produces pods, shaped like a horn, 
varying in length from six to ten 
inches, and about a finger’s breadth, or 
rather more; it is dark-brown, glossy, 
filled with seeds, and has a sweetish 
taste. It is used much for food by the 
poor and for the feeding of swine.” 


Having studied these trees in their 
original tropical setting . . . examining 
the trunk, limbs, foliage and pods... 
smelling the nauseating odor of the 
pods and tasting the meat which grows 
in them .. . learning from the natives 
about their usage as food for swine, as 
well as persons living in abject poverty 
. . . taking into consideration the size, 
shape, color and substance of the pods, 
I am prepared to say that the Husk 
Trees of Puerto Rico are, beyond ques- 
tion, identical with those from which 
the Prodigal Son procured food for 
hogs—food that he would have eaten 
had permission been granted.

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At THE request of the Defender Edi- 

tor, I shall try and outline, in a 
minimum of words, our technique for 
developing native churches and preach- 
ing points, called Defender Chapels, 
here in Puerto Rico. 


When information regarding the De- 
fenders Movement fell into my hands, 
I found its policies to embrace all of 
my dreams for evangelism and mis- 
sionary endeavor. So I began corre- 
spondence with Dr. Winrod. He made 
his first visit to our Island in the year 
1931. My organization, The Gospel 
Spreading House with its organ, The 
Gospel Spreader, disappeared, glorious- 
ly alchemized into the Defenders Testi- 
mony for Spanish lands. 


It would be impossible to evaluate 
the constructive work done in this part 
of the world since that time. Thou- 
sands of natives have been won to 
Christ, scores of churches established, 
tons of Gospel literature circulated. 
The Defenders Testimony on the Island 
is a definitely going concern, a big en- 
terprise. 

During these ten years, we have 
sought at all times to witness accord- 
ing to the leading of the Holy Spirit, 
so we cannot define hard and fast 
rules, as to how Defenders Preaching 
Stations, Rural Chapels, or City Tab- 
ernacles are established. But, looking 
back in retrospect to progress made, 
I find that, spontaneously, our local 
work grows, very much as a stream 
flows, trickling through always from 
the higher elevation of prayer and Di- 
vine direction. 

The needs of some community comes 
to our attention. We become burden- 
ed for that particular place. Native 
Christians make it a matter of earnest 
prayer. When possible, we visit. that 
point; inquiries are made as to Chris- 
tians living there — of whom we are 
usually able to find a few. If a Chris- 
tian work is already established, we 
try to help that section with our 
ministry, through fellowship with the 
group already witnessing. 


If there is no Christian Testimony 
in the community, then we hold open- 
air meetings, gather crowds, distribute 
literature in large quantities . . . Bi- 
bles, Gospel portions, pamphlets, tracts, 


- El Detensor Hispano (The Spanish De- 


fender) . . . and teach or train one or 
two persons for assuming responsibility 
in the local task. 





We work upon the principle, that our 
responsibility is to cultivate the soil, 
moisten it with the dew of our prayers, 
knowing the seed is good and results 
certain. 


We could tell of scores of soul-win- 
ning centers, dotting the Island of 
Puerto Rico, that were developed ac- 
cording to this method. Our Guayama 
Tabernacle, the oldest Defenders light- 
house on the Island, is the result of 
this procedure. 


In 1932, a Gospel truck came to us 
from Wichita, Kansas. One night we 
arrived in Caguas with 50 Bibles, 
hundreds of Testaments and Gospels, 
books and tracts. That evening Caguas 
Defenders Tabernacle was born. 


Late in 1933, we spent one night 
in Rio Piedras. Hours were given to 
prayer. The next day we brought a 
group of workers to the city and 
started the ministry known today as 
the Rio Piedras Defender Tabernacle. 


In the year 1934, we visited Campo 
Rico, Carruzos and Paracochero. And 
since that time, strong congregations 
are holding several meetings weekly 
in Defender Chapels, erected by native 
Christians in these rural districts. 


The above story is representative of 
a large section of the Spanish De- 
fenders program. With almost every 
tick of the clock, our workers are at 
the job of winning souls. Perhaps the 
parable of the sower, Matthew, chap- 
ter thirteen, shows why results from 
time and effort put forth, do not al- 
ways come through to the surface un- 
til after years of cultivation.

(THE FIRST Gospel services ever 
known in Cuatro Caminos are still 
being held nightly, with an average at- 
tendance of 450. God has wonderfully 
blessed in the four months we have 
been holding meetings there. At least 
275 have definitely accepted Christ as 
Saviour, thereby experiencing a real 
change of heart and life. They have 
pledged to pray daily for the Lord to 
enable us to build a tabernacle there 
very soon. 


The Lord is greatly blessing the 
radio from Havana. A Christian lady 
writes from Michigan: “I tuned in your 
program quite by accident, but greatly 
enjoyed it and shall be a regular lis- 
tener from now on. I never expected 
to receive a Gospel program coming 
clear up here from a foreign country. 
God bless you and keep up the fine 
work.” Pray especially for the radio 
ministry, as we are behind two months 
with the payments, which must be paid 
soon. 


God has truly blessed our young 
people who are studying in the Bible 
Institute. We have five living at the 
School who are taking the second 
year’s course and five more who come 
in for classes. There are 25 fine native 
young people who are pleading for an 
opportunity to study. But we cannot 
take them until funds are supplied. 
Will you pray definitely for this need? 


We have strong works in three cities, 
Paso Quemado, Cuatro Caminos, Ma- 
rianao and also the downtown mission 
in Havana. God is blessing greatly and 
souls are being saved. Many other 
communities are pleading for us to 
come to them. 
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THE COMING WORLD CHURCH. By 
Edward Fehr. Published by the Author. 
Pages 38. Price 25c. 


séI\HE purpose of the present treatise 

is to outline the formation and 
aims of the World Council of Churches, 
an ecclesiastical organization, universal 
in scope, which came into existence on- 
ly within recent years. We shall draw 
certain deductions from Bible prophecy 
as the subject unfolds. 


“Those who believe in the funda- 
mentals of historical and evangelical 
Christianity look with justifiable sus- 
picion upon this gigantic Council, which 
apparently hopes to eventually domi- 
nate the religious thought of mankind. 
There are reasons to suppose that it 
may prove to be the organic garment 
of the apostate religious system, anti- 
cipated in end-time prophecy. 


“The Revelation is the great prophet- 
ic book of the New Testament. The 
belief is irrefutably sustained that the 
Patmos Seer was supernaturally illum- 
inated, and by writing under divine in- 
spiration, unfolded many things that 
were to take place between the first 
and second comings of Christ. The 
prophecy in the thirteenth chapter un- 
questionably refers to the hour which 
we are rapidly approaching. 


“A careful examination of the chap- 
ter shows it to be divided into two sec- 
tions. The first section, verses one to 
ten, anticipates the rise of a world 
political power — a United States of 
the World. The second section anti- 
cipates the rise of a world religious 
power — a World Council of Churches. 
Of course, the descriptions of each is 
couched in symbolic language.” 


Thus, the Author begins his discus- 
sion of a great humanistic religious 
system, figuratively described in Reve- 
lation 17 as “the mother of harlots 
and abominations of the earth.” The 
true Church is the bride of Christ... 
the harlot Church is the bride of 
Antichrist. “And the angel said unto 
me, Wherefore didst thou marvel? I 
will tell thee the mystery of the woman, 
and the beast that carried her, which 
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hath the seven heads and ten horns.” 
Rev. 17:7. 


Mr. Fehr has assembled his material 
in four well-balanced chapters. The 
first traces the prophetic handwriting 
on the wall of the twentieth century, 
and offers a background for all that is 
to follow. Chapter two concerns itself 
with the type of people who will com- 
prise the congregation of the harlot 
church. The third discusses the reign 
of the Antichrist. And chapter four 
deals with the mechanics of the World 
Council of Churches which maintains 
headquarters in New York and Switzer- 
land. 


In one place, the Author interrupts 
himself to drop this significant paren- 
thetical remark: “Now you may be sure 
that whatever power arises supreme out 
of the present conflict, whether it be 
Britain or the so-called new order of 
the Axis, it will find a friend in the 
World Council of Churches, which will 
reorient its policies to fit the political 
pattern, and thus assure continuation 
of its aims and purposes.” 


Bible students will be amply repaid 
for time and effort invested in perusing 
these pages. It is one of those rare 
books that defies conventionalities and 
opens new and exciting lines of thought. 
Mr. Fehr’s style of writing is intriguing 
and his deductions stimulating.

CHRIST AND HUMAN PERSONALITY. 
By Dr. J. C. Massee. Published by Flem- 
ing H. Revell Company.

IS volume consists of eleven su- 

perb addresses by a _ well-known 
Baptist leader. Each chapter strikes 
a clear, positive note, and taken as a 
whole, it is the type of book needed 
to wield a stabilizing influence in an 
hour of confusion. 

These inviting words appear in the 
Author’s Introduction: “To be content 
with superficial truth is to confess shal- 
lowness of character. Anyone may drink 
from the shallow surface pool. Wise 
men dig deep enough to find the hidden 
spring and to open the artesian flow.” 


The book opens with a discussion 
of Christian philosophy, using I Cor- 
inthians 15:10 as the springboard. The 
human personality is analyzed. What 
do you mean by use of the term “I”? 
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What is consciousness? How may hu- 
man consciousness be submerged in 
Christ consciousness? Chapter Two 
continues the same line of thought, the 
subject being, “In Christ.” 


Not a few mysteries of life, death, 
future existence and the relation of the 
finite to the infinite, dissolve in the 
Massee laboratory. “The greatest truths 
are the simplest,” he declares. And 
it is evident that a great deal of time, 
energy, meditation and prayer have 
gone into reducing the truths, presented 
for study in this book, to simplicity of 
language, exposition and illustration. 


The eleven chapter titles are as fol- 
lows: “Christ and Human Personality,” 
“In Christ,” “Christ’s Message to a 
World in Distress,” “Christ the Remedy 
for Sin,” “Christ and the World Chal-

MAY straight-thinking Americans 

are complaining over the fact that 
the name of Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh is being smeared through press 
and radio. The reason for this ignominy 
becomes clear after reading the present 
pamphlet. These artistically printed, 
double: column pages, show why the 
Colonel’s position on major problems 
confronting our Nation, render him ob- 
noxious to certain groups engaged in 
the dissemination of high pressure 
propaganda. 


In the latter part of 1939, the lone 
eagle began observing war trends with 
a feeling of grave concern. He address- 
ed the Nation by means of radio broad- 
casts, warning of the dangers which he 
believed to be imminent. These mes- 
sages have been collected and published 
in brochure form. 


The five topic headings are as fol- 
lows: “America and European Wars,”

War” and “Our Relationship With 
Europe.” 


The opening paragraph of the first 
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discourse, delivered September 15, 1939, 
contains these words: “In times of great 
emergency, men of the same belief must 
gather together for mutual counsel and 
action. If they fail to do this, all that 
they stand for will be lost.” 


This is the spirit that animates the 
Colonel’s efforts for the preservation of 
our historic ideals and _ institutions. 
Come, let us reason together, he pleads. 
And the facts set forth, as to why 
America must avoid war, appeals to 
men who are willing to lay aside preju- 
dice, and reality and place American 
needs first and foremost. The section 
devoted to air defense deserves special 
consideration.

ME MOURER, an active evangelist, 
writes on an important phase of 
prophetical truth. The thoroughness 
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with which he covers the subject is 
impressive. While the general theme 
of the Rapture runs throughout the 
entire book, it is broken up into seven 
studies, each constituting a chapter: 
“The Rapture—Its Definition, Its Com- 
parison, Its Necessity, Its Example, Its 
Parable, Its Types and Its Imminence.” 


Because there are divergent views as 
to when the Rapture will take place, 
Mr. Mourer wishes to leave no doubt 
regarding his position. On the first 
page, the reader finds this clarifying 
statement: 


“Varied are the views of men, and 
contradictory are the constructions 
placed upon prophecy by various auth- 
ors, writers, and preachers throughout 
the land.

yes book reconstructs English life 

and affairs in the day of Oliver 
Cromwell and John: Bunyan. Many 
quaint customs and interesting events 
are related about Bedford, home of the 
“Immortal Dreamer,” as well as other 
historical centers. A study is made of 
Puritan life, and the author writes 





with such vividness and color that these 
people are almost made to live, and 
walk again, before the reader, as one 
turns the pages of this book. 


Quoting a descriptive statement: 
“The disastrous reign of Charles II is 
sketched, and the reader stands in the 
blinding light of the Great Fire of 
London following the Plague, and in 
the full view of the Refining Fires of 
the Restoration when preaching God’s 
Word was counted a crime. During 
this stormy period, some of England’s 
greatest apostles of truth died from the 
treatment they received at the hands 
of their persecutors.” 


Dr. Wrighton believes that in and 
around the quiet beauty of rural Bed- 
ford, John Bunyan found the scenes 
he touched into symbolic significance 
in “Pilgrim’s Progress.” For instance, 
the treacherous and boggy meadows 
near Elstow, might have been the 
“Slough of Despond.” Descriptions are 
given of several other scenes near Bed- 
ford, from which Bunyan possibly de- 
rived the settings for his immortal al- 
legory.

E HAVE before us an unique com- 

pilation of hymns, choruses, folk 
songs, patriotic numbers, poems, Scrip- 
ture readings and _ exhortations—all 
carefully indexed. 


Mr. Tillman has also scattered pithy 
paragraphs through the pages, that add 
tang and zest to the production. An 
example is noted at the bottom of page 
36, beneath the “Thanksgiving Song,” 
which says: “In 1863, Abraham Lincoln 
issued a proclamation appointing the 
last Thursday of November as a day of 
thanksgiving and prayer. Up to this 
time the custom had been strictly of 
Washington’s administration. Since 
1863, every President of the United 
States has appointed the last Thursday 
of November as a national day of 
thanksgiving and nearly all governors 
of the States have followed with proc- 
lamations.” 


Another example appears on the op- 
posite page: “Have you heard of the 
man they called ‘Thankful?’ He was 
thankful for everything. One day he 
cut his fore finger and wrapped it with 
a rag and a string. Next day he met 
a neighbor who began to sympathize. 
But said he, ‘for this I am thankful’— 
much to his neighbor’s surprise. Said 
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his neighbor, ‘how can you be thank- 
ful? I would like for you to please 
tell.’ Why that’s easy, I will know 
better its value whenever it gets well’.”

Broadening Christian Horizons: 
Saul’s Conversion 
Acts 9:1-16 





GOLDEN TEXT: “I was not diso- 
bedient unto the heaverily vision.” (Acts 
26:19) 


AUL’S anger against the disciples 
was not a matter of a single hour 
or day. The extent to which he culti- 
vated this hatred in heart, is noted 
in Acts 22:19; 26:10,11. He had per- 
suaded himself that wrong was right. 
(Acts 26:9) His conscience had be- 
trayed him. 


The Lord allowed Saul to go far in 
his career. But, at the proper moment, 
He put forth His hand and saved the 
little flock at Damascus. The Lord 
often acts “suddenly.” The “light out 
of heaven” that shone around Saul was 
the light of Christ’s resurrection glory. 
(Acts 9:17; I Cor. 15:8) There are 
many today, indulging in blasphemous 
words against our Lord, who, if they 
should get one look at Him as He is, 
would “fall to the earth” in adoration. 
(Phil. 2:10, 11) 


“Why persecutest thou me?” (Verse 
4) Saul thought he was only persecut- 
ing the followers of the Nazarene. When 
people persecute Christians, they wound 
Christ. What an awful moment it 
must have been in Saul’s life, when he 
fully realized that the glorious One 
Who stood before him was indeed 
Jesus, Whom he had so bitterly hated 
and relentlessly persecuted. What an 
awful moment it will be for many now 
living, when they face the judgment, 
and realize that it is He, Whom they 
have spurned and persecuted. 


The moment Ananias saw Saul, he 
spoke tenderly and said, “Brother Saul” 
(Acts 9:17—not included in the printed 
portion of today’s lesson, but never- 
theless an integral part.) There were 
no men on earth, Saul hated more 
than the disciples. There was no man 
on earth more dreaded by Ananias, 
than Saul. But the experience on the 
Damascus road changed everything. 
Faith in one Lord, made them broth- 
ers. What a beautiful testimony to 
the reality of oneness of Christians, 
when hatred can instantly be changed 
into love, and former enemies, by one 
faith and hope, made brethren in 
Christ. 








Saul received the Holy Spirit, not 
at the hands of an apostle, but at the 
hands of Ananias, concerning whom 
there is no record of any official rank. 
Saul’s ministry was in no wise to be 
dependent upon that of his fellow apos- 
tles, the Twelve. They might lay hands 
on the Samaritans, but not on him, a 
specially chosen vessel of the Lord. 
This single instance shows that the 
power to impart the gift of the Holy 
Spirit did not inhere in an office, but 
pertained to the Lord Himself, Who 
might designate anyone to “lay on 
hands.” 


Paul went into Arabia with the writ- 
ings of Moses, the Prophets and the 
Psalmist in his knapsack, and re- 
turned with the book of Romans, 
Ephesians, and the Colossians in his 
heart. The Church had lost its most 
implacable enemy, and, in the same 
person, found its greatest leader.

Broadening Christian Horizons: 
Peter’s Conversion 


Acts 11:5-18 
ee ee ee 


GOLDEN TEXT: “Then Peter open- 
ed his mouth, and said, Of a truth I 
perceive that God is no respecter of 
persons.” (Acts 10:34) 


In connection with today’s lesson, be 
sure to read the entire tenth chapter 
of Acts. 


Cornelius was immediately obedient 
to this divine’command. (Acts 10:5) 
Had he failed to obey, it is probable 
that salvation would never have come 
to his house; had he postponed taking 
action, he might easily have sent for 
Peter after the Apostle had left the 
city of Joppa. The time to act is when 
God commands. 


The man who goes on an errand for 
God should go “nothing doubting,” no 
matter how out of the ordinary the task 
may seem. One all-conclusive reason 
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was given Peter why he should “go with 
them,” and that was because God had 
“sent them” (verse 12; Acts 10:20). 


Dr. W. Graham Scroggie said: “No 
where in language is so flagrant and 
fearful a contradiction fixed in three 
words as in verse 8: ‘Not so, Lord.’ 
Whoever says ‘not so,’ should never 
add ‘Lord;’ and whoever truly says 
‘Lord’ never will say ‘not so.’ It is 
not for the servant to dictate to the 
Master. Say today whether you will 
part with the first two words, or with 
the third.” 


Verse 14 of today’s lesson contains . 
an important detail not found in the 
tenth chapter. It tells us plainly that 
Cornelius was not a saved man, until 
he heard the Gospel through Peter’s 
lips. We are told that the Apostle 
was to speak to him words whereby 
he and all in his house should “be 
saved.” It is clear that neither Cor- 
nelius nor anyone in his household 
was saved, until they heard these words. 
If it were not for this plain statement 
of truth, we might conclude that Cor- 
nelius experienced salvation through 
his devotions, alms, prayers and right- 
eous works, instead of through Grace. 


Note the four groups in the nar- 
rative: (1) Simon the tanner, who does 
not appear in the story at all; (2) The 
messengers who are merely spokesmen 
for Cornelius and a guide to Peter; (3) 
Cornelius with his longing for more 
spiritual light; (4) Simon Peter, the 
one who was equipped for leading 
Cornelius into the truth. Above them 
all was God Himself, working in their 
hearts by His Holy Spirit. 


If we cannot be great preachers like 
Peter, at least we can be like Simon 
the tanner, giving lodging to one whom 
God is using in His ministry. If we 
cannot be instructors of the Word, at 
least we can be guides, bringing divinely 
equipped teachers to a place where we 
know the Gospel to be sorely needed. _ 


Summing up his discovery, when he 
first entered the house of Cornelius, 
Acts 10:34,35, Peter had said, “God 
is no respecter of persons; but in every 
nation he that feareth him, and work- 
eth righteousness, is accepted with 
him.” The Apostle is here declaring 
the great truth that people of all 
races are eligible to be born from above, 
if they meet the conditions of repent- 
ance and faith; that nothing would be 
checked against them because of race.

Broadening Christian Horizons: 
The Antioch Movement 


- Acts 11:19-30 





GOLDEN TEXT: “For I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for 
it is the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth; to the 
Jew first, and also to the Greek.” 
(Romans 1:16) 


Antioch was one of the chief cities 
of Syria. It was made the second head- 
quarters of Christianity when persecu- 
tion became so severe in Jerusalem 
that there was a general exodus from 
the city. The Apostle Paul started all 
three of his great missionary journeys 
from Antioch. 


No names are mentioned in con- 
nection with the “Antioch movement.” 
(Verses 20-21) While many illus- 
trious names are emblazoned on the 
pages of Church history, yet it is also 
true that great movements have been 
launched, constructive work done, by 
persons whose names are unknown, or 
long since forgotten. Whole areas have 
been illuminated with Gospel light by 
missionaries who were known only to 
a few. But the Lord knows such 
names and will never forget their work 
and labor of love. 


They “turned unto the Lord.” (verse 
21) What is meant by turning unto 
the Lord is indicated in Acts 26:18,20; 
I Thess. 1:9. We have in these pas- 
sages a clear picture of God’s part, the 
worker’s part, and the converts’s part, 
through repentance and _ conversion. 
The workers preached the Word, verses 
19-20; the Lord blessed the Word thus 
preached, verse 21; and those converted 
believed the message and turned to 
the Lord. This shows the relation be- 
tween faith and repentance. Believing 
the truth about the person of Jesus 
Christ, leads to salvation from sin. 


Barnabas “was a good man.” (verse 
24) It is far more important that a man 
be good than brilliant, if he is to edify 
young converts. He was “full of the 
Holy Ghost” and “full of faith.” The 
same description is given of Stephen. 
(Acts 6:5) Anyone lacking these quali- 
fications should not assume the re- 
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sponsibility of instructing and nurtur- 
ing believers. Barnabas was free from 
the love of gold (Acts 4:36-37); he 
was free from personal ambition and 
jealousy in his work (verses 25-26). 


Note the working of God’s grace at 
Antioch. It was a grace that could be 
“seen.” We need more of this visible 
grace in our churches today. The na- 
tural result of the visit of such a man 
as Barnabas and such work as his, 
was that “much people was added to 
the Lord.” They were not added to 
Barnabas, nor to the Barnabasian de- 
nomination ... but “unto the Lord.” 





June 8 
Beginning Of World Missions 
Acts 12:25; 13:12 





GOLDEN TEXT: “And he said unto 
them, Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” 
(Mark 16:15) 


Antioch, from now on, is to become 
the most important single center of 
Christian activity during the days of 
the Apostles. This earthly Gentile 
church became a fountain of light and 
life to many other places. The first 
missionaries were sent out from here. 


With regard to the admonition of the 
Golden Text, there is no obligation 
put upon Christians to save the world. 
We are to preach the Gospel to every 
creature. When we have done that, our 
part is finished. The preached Word 
will do the work. The result of the 
effort is to’ be left with the Lord and 
in this connection, Jesus said: “He that 
believeth and is baptized shall be saved, 
but he that believeth not shall be 
damned.” 


It was the Holy Spirit’s work to call; 
it was man’s work to recognize the call 
and set the called apart for the work. 
(verse 2). But it was “for the work 
whereunto” the Spirit designated, that 
they were to be set apart. There are in- 
dications that we some times set men 
apart for a work to which the Spirit 
never called them. 


“Sent forth by the Holy Spirit.” (verse 
4) Every true Christian is and must 
be a fellow-worker with God. Our 
weak efforts are blessed and multiplied 
in the same manner, and by the same 
power, as the five barley loaves and 
two fishes. Thus we are enabled to 
do great things for Him. 


While the church at Antioch sent the 
two out, yet, in reality, they were “sent 
forth by the Holy Spirit.” Backed by 
that assurance, a servant of the Lord 
today can declare the truth, “I have 
been sent on this errand by the Holy 
Spirit.” He may not know just where he 
is going, or just what he is to do, or 
just what awaits him. No directions 
seem to have been given as to where 
Barnabas and Paul were to go; so they 











made straight for the nearest port, and 
thence for the old home of Barna- 
bas. (Acts 4:36) 


(Verses 6 to 8). Opponents of the 
Gospel, capable of doing amazing 
things, are not at all new. One need 
not be frightened because men who 
make astonishing claims, and display 
extraordinary gifts, arise to lead men 
astray. 


(Verse 8). To deliberately place ob- 
stacles, whether arguments or doubts, 
or sinister suggestions, in front of one 
who is sincerely trying to find God 
that he may do His will, would seem 
to be an evil matched only by sinning 
against the Holy Spirit. Elymas did 
not give up without a fight. The same 
is true of Satan. (2 Tim. 3:8) His 
chief business is turning men aside from 
the faith. (verse 8; 2 Cor. 4:3-4; Luke 
8:12) But the opposition of Elymas 
was vain, for he had encountered a 
Spirit-filled man. 


“O full of all subtilty and all mis- 
chief, thou child of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness.” (verse 10, 
see also John 8:44) There is hardly 
a more severe indictment of one man 
by another in all the Bible, than this 
denunciation from the lips of Paul. We 
have here a glimpse of how God will 
deal with men guilty of choosing dark- 
ness rather than light, and who oppose 
His truth. (II Thess. 2:11-12) Opposi- 
tion to God is dangerous business; 
God’s judgments are not always as 
swift as was the case in this instance, 
but, however slow, they are always cer- 
tain. No man can oppose God with 
impunity.
